AMERICAN ARMIES OCCUPY SPANISH POSSESSIONS. 


OX TO CUBA. 


Gen, Miles to Lead the 
of Invasion. 


A General Advance to Be 
Made This Week. 


Cabinet Almost Unanimously 
Favors This Course.

Report of a Naval Triumph in West 
Indian Waters Expected - not 
Later Than Thursday—The Army 
Will Then Move. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
will command the army of invasion, 
which will move upon Cuba within the 
space of a week. This was decided to- 
day, and all that remains is further 
settlement of plans for dividing the 
volunteer: army into corps and di- 
visions. 

It is reported that Gen. Wade has 
been chosen to lead the first division 
into Cuba, but little credence is given 
this, as Gen. Miles is known to favor 
Gen. Shafter. Meanwhile plans are 
rapidly being formed. 

Gen. Shafter’s report, sent by his 
aide, Lieut. Miley, who also carried dis- 
patches for Admiral Sampson, setting 
forth the results of his investigation, 
were considered by the Cabinet, and 
the result is said to have been that 
now every member of the Cabinet fa- 
vors immediate action, except Secre- 
tary Gage, both Secretaries Long and 
Bliss having been won over. 

Rapid progress was made today in 
plans for the occupation of Cuba. Or- 
ders were issued which contemplate 
the mobilization of about 60,000 volun- 
teer troops in the Chickamauga Na- 
tional "Park within a week. It is the 
intention of the government to use 
these troops with about 16,000 regulars 
for the immediate invasion of the isi- 
and, provided favorable advices shall 
have been received from Admiral 
Sampson’s squadron within the next 
few days. 

The War Department has been offi- 
cially informed by the naval adminis- 
tration that it is expected to receive 
news of a meeting between the Ameri- 
can and Spanish fleets in the waters 
near Porto Rico, not later than Thurs- 
day. It is the confident expectation of 
the President and Secretary of War 
that the victory of Admiral Dewey in 
the Orient will be followed by the 
signal triumph of Admiral Sampson’s 
squadron in western waters, though 
the conflict will not be so one-sided. 
If anything like a conclusive victory is 
won, however, the army administra- 
tion will not hesitate to carry out its 
plans for the prosecution of a vigorous 
and general campaign against the 
Spanish troops in Cuba. 

The army administration has two 
plans for the landing of invading 
forces. It is desired to send a military 
expedition as early as next Sunday. 
On that day it will embark 16,000 regu- 
jars, now in the Department of the 
Gulf, and, if possible, 50,000 volunteers 
with them. If it is found impossible to 
mobilize the volunteer troops on the 
Gulf coast by that time, the expedition 
of regulars will go in advance, the yol- 
unteers following as soon as possible. 


IN FULL SWING. 


Military Move to End the War Now 
Fairly Begun. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 10.—The military 
movement to end the war with Spain 
by a prompt and decisive campaign in 
Cuba is in full swing throughout the 
country, orders having been issued 
from the War Department with a 
rapidity similar to the continuous rat- 
tle of an automatic machine gun, says 


Times.

cipher and hundreds of others in ordi- 
nary language to commanding gen- 
erals, to railway. superintendents, to 
quartermasters and commissaries, to 
State Governors and mustering officers, 
andto all the units in the vast mechan- 
ism which is relied upon to unite in a 
crushing blow to Spain's authority in 
Cuba and the Philippines. 

Gen. Miles, having secured the Presi- 
dent’s permission to take the field in 
person and command the invading 
army, completed his final arrangements 
to start for Tampa, where he will as- 
sume active control of the force con- 
centrated there and at Mobile and New 
Orleans, dividing it into divisions under 
Gens. Wade, Coppinger and Shafter. 

The plan to have Gen. Shafter head 
an army of 5000 to establish a base of 
communication with the insurgents 
was completely swept aside. Gens. 
Wade, Coppinger and Shafter, respec- 
tively in the order of their rank, it is 
now determined, will lead equal di- 
visions of the army of occupation un- 
der Gen. Miles. Gen. Brooke, now at 
Chickamauga, has been definitely se- 
lected to command the entire volunteer 
force of 50,000 men, which is designed to 
support the regulars in the campaign. 
Most of the regular forces now in 
camp under him will be sent to Mobile 
and New Orleans as quick as possible, 
to depart simultaneously with the ex- 
pedition from Tampa, and their places 
on the Chickamauga battlefield will be 
speedily occupied by the first volunteer 
corps, consisting of twenty-eight regi- 
ments of infantry, six light batteries 
of artillery and two regiments of cav- 
alry.

The acting admiral, like most officers 
in the service, takes no active part in 
politics, but he had been a Republican 
all his life.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—There is the 
best authority for the statement that 
today having passed without a report 
from Admiral Sampson, the Navy De- 
partmert does not expect to hear from 
him within several days. The author- 
ity for this statement is fully ac- 
quainted with Admiral Sampson's 
plans, and the remark would seem to 
indicate that the admiral, having 
failed to find the enemy at the place 
expected, had turned his attention to 
the alternative project. What this is, 
cannot be ascertained. It is evident, 
however, that the department is under 
no apprehension as to the safety of 
the American fleet, nor of any vessel 
of the fleet. 

It is now officially admitted that Ad- 


miral Sampson was yesterday with his” 


fleet near Cape Haytien, on the north 
coast of Santo Domingo, and distant 
about a day’s run from Porto Rico.

In addi- 
tion to this, there is to be carried on 
the person or horses, one overcoat. one 
piece of shelter tent and fifty rounds 
of rifle or carbine and twenty-four 
rounds of revolver ammunition. 

Officers’ baggage and supplies is him- 
ited to 250 pounds per troop. company 
or battery. The allowance for staff 
officers of each corps, division or bri- 
gade is the same. 

Utensils for each company mess shall 
not exceed 3650 pounds for each troop, 
battery or company. 


DESTINATION OF VOLUNTEERS. 


Where the Various State Forces 
Will Go When Mustered In. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—In answer 
to repeated requests from all sections 
of the country for information as to 
where the various organizations of 
State troops which are being mustered 
into the United States service are to be 
sent, Secretary Alger today furnished 
the Associated Press the following 
statement showing the destination of 
the volunteer troops. The list is sub- 
ject to correction. 

It will be noticed that, generally 
speaking, three points are to receive 
the greater number of troops. It ap- 
pears that the purpose of the depart- 
ment in making the assignments was 
to divide the volunteer forces in such 
a way as to be available for three dis- 
tinct purposes.

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 9.—The steamer 
Gussie, one of the Mallory Line boats, 
chartered by the government for use as 
@ transport, will sail for Cuba before 
morning, loaded with arms, ammuni- 
tion and supplies furnished by the gov- 
ernment for the use of the Cuban in- 
surgents. A company of 100 United 
States troops from the First Regiment 
of Infantry will accompany the ex- 
pedition and aid in guarding the land- 
ing of the valuable cargo and will, if 
necessary, penetrate into the interior 
far enough to place the supplies in the 
hands of the insurgents. 

The expedition will be in charge of 
Capt. W. H. Dorst, Gen. Miles’s aide 
who has just returned from Cuba. 

The Gussie has on board between 
6000 and 7000 Springfield rifles, about 
two hundred thousand rounds of am- 
munition and several hundred boxes of 
provisions, 
canned meats and hard tack. 

The utmost secrecy is maintained re- 
garding the point of landing, but in 
view of Capt. Dorst’s recent landing 
near Havana, where he communicated 
with the insurgent leader, Gen. Del- 
gado, it is believed that the expedition 
will be headed for a point not far from 
Havana. The Gyssie had mounted on 
her forward deck today a 1-pounder 
rapid-fire gun. It is understood, how- 
ever that she will be met at some point 
not far from Key West by a gunboat 
from the blockading squadron, and be 
escorted to the designated landing 
place. 

The Whitney the sister ship of the 
Gussie, which sailed for Dry Tortugas 
Saturday with two companies of the 
Fifth Infantry, returned today. It is 
intimated that she will follow the Gus- 
sie to Cuba as soon as the arms, am- 
munition and supplies can be loaded. 
Before a week has passed it is believed 
the insurgent leaders will have been 
furnished with arms enough for at 
least 15,000 men, and with a base of 
supplies established on the coast, a 
vigorous campaign against the Spanish 
forces will be inaugurated. 

Large amounts of powder and projec- 
tiles for the blockading squadron are 
now arriving here. On Picnic Island 
there are twelve cars loaded with dyna- 
mite torpedoes, powder and other am- 
munition, 
West, and as many more cars are on 


_ the wharf tracks. An extra heavy 


guard has been placed around the cars. 
Hundreds of carpenters are at work to- 
day fitting up the big transports. It 
is believed now that all of the boats 
here will be in readiness for loading by 
Wednesday night. 

“The engineer corps today were drilled 
in the use of the big canvas pontoons 
which are a part of their equipment. 
In the capacious hold of the Alamo are 
stored enough of these pontoons to 
form a bridge several hundred feet in 
length. They will be carried with the 
expedition. 

PROVISIONS FOR SPANIARDS.

Fate of Americans in Matanzas 
Haunts Consul Brice.

CHICAGO, May. 9.—Alex C. Brice, 
United States Consul at Matanzas, is 
in this city with his family. He is on 
his way home, Bedford, Iowa, where 
he will try to forget the scenes of 
horror which he says are equalled by 
nothing in Dante’s Inferno.

Mr. Brice said today: 

“The condition of some was as bad 
as that of the reconcentrados. The 
greater portion of them were Cubans 
by birth, who had become naturalized 
in this country, but some were genuine 
blue-blooded Yankees. There were 
many women in the number. It was 
impossible for them to leave, not hav- 
ing money enough even to buy food. 

“The Norwegian captain of the ves- 
sel on which I escaped, refused’ to take 
the American citizens. Had it been an 
American vessel I would have insisted. 

“Four or five of the Americans, who 
had heard I was to depart, came down 
to the shore. They Wertedeeply affected 
and tearfully begged ‘to be taken 
away. I told them to take to the bush 
and join the insurgents if they could 
and advise their friends to do the same. 
I could not sleep that night aboard the 
Norwegian vessel. The memory of 
those poor Americans and thé@ir prob- 
able fate was always before me as I 
tossed in my berth. 

“At 2 o’clock in the morning, I arose 
and wrote a message which I after- 
ward dispatched to Washington. I ap- 
pealed in the name of heaven for a 
warship to take off the Americans, who 
were left behind. The President tried 
to save them, but for some _ reason 
could not succeed, although many 
Spaniards left afterward. 

‘Some of the Americans have al- 
ready been killed or died of starvation, 
I understand. A few may have escaped 
to the insurgents. The most of them, 
however, will suffer death. either from 
starvation or at the hands of the Span- 
ish. These are the things I try to for- 
get, but cannot.”

Sampson’s Squadron and Scouts Try- 
ing to Locate Spain’s Ships. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, May 9.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Washington says that cable 
advices received from Rear-Admiral 
Sampson announce his arrival off the 
coast of Hayti. He will remain at the 
point where he is now located until the 
department or one of the scouts in- 
forms him of the approach of the 
Spanish fleet. Although various re- 
ports have been published announcing 
that the Spanish fleet has arrived at 
San.Juan and off Martinique, the de- 
partment has heard nothing from the 
American liners acting as scouts, con- 
firming such reports, and the consular 
officers of this government in the West 
Indies are silent.

The naval board has calculated the 
Spanish squadron to at or near 
Porto Rico by this time, and it 
is in the hope of bottling up the fleet 
in the harbor of San Juan that the 
men-of-war of the North Atlantic 
squadron are hovering within a short 
distance of Porto Rico. 

Some apprehension exists in naval 
circles of the possibility that the Span- 
ish vessels have passed the American 
scouts at night or in misty weather, in 
which event, of course, it would be 
more difficult to find them. 


PRATT’S DIPLOMACY. 


Consul’t Clever Move Toward Pacifi- 
cating the Philippines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 9.—A dispatch to 
the World Singapore says: “There 
is general satisfaction among all ex- 
cept the Spanish sympathizers, at the 
American victory at Manila.

IN THE PUTTER’S FIELD. 


HEROES OF THE MAINE SLEEP IN 
LOWLY GRAVES, 


Twenty-four 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Associated Press.) 

KEY WEST, May 9.—({From a staff 
correspondent of the Associated Press.] 
In the outskirts of the town, where the 
small Spanish cottages cluster silent 
and sunburned along the narrow street, 
is the city cemetery of Key West. Near 
the main entrance, which is guarded by 
a creaking old wooden gate, is a group 
of newly-made graves. They are in 
the potter’s field—the part of the bury- 
ing ground set apart for the pauper 
dead. These are the graves of the he- 
roes who lost their lives on the battle- 
ship Maine in Havana Harbor on the 
night of February 15. There are twen- 
ty-four of them, unmarked. Above each 
mound of glistening white limestone 
earth a small American flag droops in 
the fierce sun that beats incessantly 
down upon the island. The flags are 
faded and frayed. When a _ breeze 
comes up from the ocean they flutter 
sadly for a moment and again drop to 
the scorched earth. In the center of 
each mound is a small glass goblet 
which still holds the discolored and 
withered stems of flowers. 

“They were put there by a lady from 
Philadelphia,” said the dreary old sex- 
ton. “She came here about ten days 
after the bodies were buried and put 
flowers on all the graves. I asked her 
who she was, but she said, ‘No mat- 
ter.’ 

And these faded little flags and 
withered stems of flowers are all that 


whom the civilized world has been talk- 
ing since the fatal night, nearly three 
months ago. There is nothing else to 
tell the stranger who passes through 
the potter’s field where the heroes of 
the Maine are sleeping. 

The space where the graves are was 
evidently prepared in great haste. 
Near the little white mounds on all 
sides are unsightly heaps of litter and 
rubbish. In one spot stands an old 
hearse, weather-beaten and ghastly in 
its very aspect of loneliness and decay. 
The sexton said it had once been used 
as the city hearse, but one day it 
broke down while carrying a body to 
the potter’s field, and there it still 
stands. 

Very close to the twenty-four mounds 
is a group of thirty-six naval seamen 
who died of yellow fever. The sexton 
was unable to tell when they were 
buried there. The names and the 
words, “U. S. Navy” alone are carved 
upon the slabs. 

But nature, even with the barren 
lime rock below and the scorching sun 
above, seems trying to do what the 
hand of man has failed to do in beauti- 
fying the graves of our heroes. Lux- 
uriant trees of the tropical species are 
all about the newly-made graves. On 
one side a massive green cactus lifts 
its pulpy foliage in the air. On the op- 
posite side a row of tropical trees re- 
freshingly green are in full blossom, 
and with every breeze cover the sun- 
burned mounds with beautiful scarlet 
flowers, 

Rarely does any one visit the place. 
It is without care or attention. a by- 
corner of the island, where for two 
centuries, Spaniards, negroes and fish- 
erfolk have put their dead and for- 
gotten them. Perhaps one-half the 
graves in the cemetery are those of un- 
known sailors, whose sleeping places 
are unmarked. Most of the inscrip- 
tions on tombstones are in Spanish. 

Of the twenty-four who are buried 
here, only two are identified. They 
were a negro and a Japanese. It is 
probable at some future time they 
may be removed to another burial 
place. If not, a suitable monument 
will be erected to their memory.

It is inevitable that in the 
near future, the Pacific Ocean and the 
adjoining seas will become the zone of 
great commercial activity, and the 
United States has arrived at a period 
in its history when it must. either 
advance, in accord with its responsi- 
bilities as a great power, or else take 
a back seat in the family of nations. 
Therefore, [ believe in the annexation 
of these islands. 

“As to the intervention of foreign 
nations, either to assist or to oppose 
us in doing so, I cannot see what 
right any other nation has to inter- 
fere. We are perfectly able to take 
care of ourselves, and we can annex 
these islands without anybody's help, 
and in spite of anybody's opposition. 
At the same time I do not think that 
any power in Eurove will say a word, 
for no country’ in Europe is looking 
for any trouble with the United States. 

“The Monroe doctrine cuts no figure 
in this matter. The fact that we wil! 
not Ict any country in Furope cxtend 
itself in this continent is no reason why 
we should not extend our political sys- 
tem in the Eastern Hemisphere. 
Whether in case of annexation we 
vould be liable for any Spanish debt 
incurred in the Philippin Islands on 
their customs revenue, is a mere mat- 
ter of detail, and should not’ weigh 
against annexation. So Iam clear and 
positive in my opinion that the United 
States should never surrender the 
Philippines to anybody, but should 
keep them for its own use.”

Gen. Miles Defines What Each Man 
May Carry.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The War 
Department has learned with some dis- 
may from the reports of its officers 
engaced in mustering and recruiting 
the volunteers in the different States. 
that very few of the National Guard 
officers have ideas as to equipment of 
troops in the fleld that conform in any 
measure to the standard which hard 
practice and experience has established 
for the United States army. 

Therefore Gen, Miles has caused to be 
prepared by the department experts a 
table showing in concise form exactly 
what is needed in the way of equip- 
ment of every organization of the ser- 
vice. 

The personal equipment of each sol- 
dier or civilian employé to be carried 
on the brigade army wagons is limited 
to one blanket, one poncho and one 
extra suit of undergarments. In addi- 
tion to this, there is to be carried on 
the person or horses, one overcoat. one 
piece of shelter tent and fifty rounds 
of rifie or carbine and twenty-four 
rounds of revolver ammunition. 

Officers’ baggage and supplies is lim- 
ited to 250 pounds per troop. company 
or battery. The allowance for staff 
officers of each corps, division or bri- 
gade is the same. 

Utensils for each company mess shall 
not exceed 360 pounds for each troop, 
battery or company. 


DESTINATION OF VOLUNTEERS. 


Where the Various State Forces 
Will Go When Mustered In. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—In answer 
to repeated requests from all sections 
of the country for information as to 
where the various organizations of 
State troops which are being mustered 
into the United States service are to be 
sent, Secretary Alger today furnished 
the ASsociated Press the following 
statement showing the destination of 
the volunteer troops.

“On landing we were met by Capt. 
Sostoa of the Spanish navy, next in 
rank at this station to Admiral Mon- 
tejo. Commander Lamberton, Lieut. 
Wood of the Petrel, and your correspon- 
dent went with Capt. Sostoa to the ar- 
senal headquarters, which were at once 
surrounded by an armed guard. 

“Commander Lamberton told Capt. 
Sostoa that he was surprised to see his 
men under arms after they had sur- 
rendered the fort. Capt. Sostoa replied 
that they had not surrendered, but had 
merely hoisted the white flag in order 
to enable them to remove women and 
children to places of safety. 

“Commander Lamberton said that 
when the Spanish flag came down and 
the white flag went up, no other in- 
terpretation could be put upon it ex- 
cept it was an unconditional] surrender, 
and the women and children ought not 
to have been there anyhow. Capt. Sos- 
toa remarked that we came so early 
in the day that they had not had time 
to remove them. If we had not begun 
the fight so soon the women would have 
been out of ihe way. 

“Commander Lamberton reminded 
him that ‘the Spaniards had fired the 
first shot... However, he added, he was 
not there to discuss past events. He 
had come as Commodore Dewey’s: rep- 
resentative, to take possession of the 
arsenal. All Spaniards there, he said, 
must surrender theirarms and persons 
as-prisoners of war, otherwise our ships 
would open fire on them. 

“Then Capt. Sostoa said he could do 
nothing, not being in command, and 
would have to consult his superiors. 
Commander Lamberton refused to 
recognize anyone but the senior officer 
actually present, who, he said, must 
comply with Commodore Dewey's con- 
ditions, 

“Capt. Sostoa asked to have the terms 
of surrender put down in writing, which 
was done, these being the conditions:

NEW YORK, May 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the London 
Morning Post from Madrid says Sefior 
Sagasta, in an interview said: ‘The 
gad events at Manila have saddened 
all Spaniards, but they have not made 
them lose heart. We feel consolation 
that our sailors did their duty val- 
jiantly, and only succumbed to the 
great superiority of the enemy after 
behaving heroically. I can say confi- 
dently that nothing has occurred to 
wound our pride. 

“The truth is, we were too few and 
were overwhelmed by the great supe- 
riority of our enemy and the fortunes 
of war which went against us. How- 
ever, we have no time to lose in use- 
less debate. We must reserve all our 
strength and energy. Our first duty is 
to unite and vanquish the enemy, or at 
least defend ourselves valiantly, if 
necessary to do so. 

“The government will be supported 
by all parties on patriotic grounds, and 
Parliament will grant resources, but 
certain parliamentary groups disagree 
with the government, and have preten- 
sion to make conditions in return for 
their support, and thus paralyze our 
efforts. Some are ceaselessly intriguing, 
while others are full of reticence. At-

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 9.—The steamer 
Gussie, one of the Mallory Line boats, 
chartered by the government for use as 
@ transport, will sail for Cuba before 
morning, loaded with arms, ammuni- 
tion and supplies furnished by the gov- 
ernment for the use of the Cuban in- 
surgents. A company of 100 United 
States troops from the First Regiment 
of Infantry will accompany the ex- 
pedition and aid in guarding the land- 


ing of the valuable cargo and will, if 


necessary, penetrate into the interior 
far enough to place the supplies in the 
hands of the insurgents. 

The expedition will be in charge of 
Capt. W. H. Dorst, Gen. Miles’s aide 
who has just returned from Cuba. 

The Gussie has on board between 
6000 and 7000 Springfield rifies, about 
two hundred thousand rounds of am- 


munition and several hundred boxes of 
consisting principally of 


provisions, 
canned meats and hard tack. 

The utmost secrecy is maintained re- 
garding the point of landing, but in 
view of Capt. Dorst’s recent landing 
near Havana, where he communicated 
with the insurgent leader, Gen. Del- 
gado, it is believed that the expedition 
will be headed for a point not far from 
Havana. The Gyssie had mounted on 


her forward deck today a 1-pounder 


rapid-fire gun. It is understood, how- 
ever that she will be met at some point 
not far from Key West by a gunboat 
from the blockading squadron, and be 
escorted to the designated landing 
place. 

The Whitney the sister ship of the 
Gussie, which sailed for Dry Tortugas 
Saturday with two companies of the 
Fifth Infantry, returned today. It is 
intimated that she will follow the Gus- 
sie to Cuba as soon as the arms, am- 
munition and supplies can be loaded. 
Before a week has passed it is believed 
the insurgent leaders will have been 
furnished with arms enough for at 
least 15,000 men, and with a base of 
supplies established on the coast, a 
vigorous campaign against the Spanish 
forces will be inaugurated. 

Large amounts of powder and projec- 
tiles for the blockading squadron are 
now arriving here. On Picnic Island 
there are twelve cars loaded with dyna- 
mite torpedoes, powder and other am- 
munition, 
West, and as many more cars are on 
the wharf tracks. An extra heavy 
guard has been placed around the cars. 
Hundreds of carpenters are at work to- 
day fitting up the big transports. It 
is believed now that all of the boats 
here will be in readiness for loading by 
Wednesday night. 

The engineer corps today were drilled 
in the use of the big canvas pontoons 
which are a part of their equipment. 
In the capacious hold of the Alamo are 
stored enough of these pontoons to 
form a bridge several hundred feet in 
length. They will be carried with the 
expedition. 

PROVISIONS FOR SPANIARDS.

Fate of Americans in Matanzas 
Haunts Consul Brice. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


CHICAGO, May 9.—Alex C. Brice, 
United States Consul at Matanzas, is 
in this city with his family. He is on 
his way home, Bedford, Iowa, where 
he will try to forget the scenes of 
horror which he says are equalled by 
nothing in Dante's Inferno. There will 
be one thing though, that Mr. Brice 
can never forget. He says he was 
forced to leave a hundred citizens of 
America in Matanzas. Some of these 
have already been slaughtered by the 
Spanish, he believes. Others will be. 
Many will die of starvation. 

Mr. Brice said today: 

“The condition of some was as bad 
as that of the reconcentrados. The 
greater portion of them were Cubans 
by birth, who had become naturalized 
in this country, but some were genuine 
blue-blooded Yankees. There were 
many women in the number. It was 
impossible for them to leave, not hav- 
ing money enough even to buy food. 

“The Norwegian captain of the ves- 
sel on which I escaped, refused’ to take 
the American citizens. Had it been an 
American vessel I would have insisted. 

“Four or five of the Americans, who 
had heard I was to depart, came down 
to the shore. They Wertedeeply affected 
and tearfully begged ‘to be taken 
away. I told them to take to the bush 
and join the insurgents if they could 
and advise their friends to do the same. 
I could not sleep that night aboard the 
Norwegian vessel. The memory of 
those poor Americans and théir prob- 
able fate was always before me as I 
tossed in my berth. 

“At 2 o’clock in the morning, I arose 
and wrote a message which I after- 
ward dispatched to Washington. I ap- 
pealed in the name of heaven for a 
warship to take off the Americans, who 
were left behind. The President tried 
to save them, but for some _ reason 
could not succeed, although many 
Spaniards left afterward. 

‘Some of the Americans have al- 
ready been killed or died of starvation, 
I understand. A few may have escaped 
to the insurgents. The most of them, 
however, will suffer death either from 
starvation or at the hands of the Span- 
ish. These are the things I try to for- 
get, but cannot.”

Sampson’s Squadron and Scouts Try- 
ing to Locate Spain’s Ships.

NEW YORK, May 9.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Washington says that cable 
advices received from Rear-Admiral 
Sampson announce his arrival off the 
coast of Hayti. He will remain at the 
point where he is now located until the 
department or one of the scouts in- 
forms him of the approach of the 
Spanish fleet.

IN THE PUTTER’S FIELD. 


HEROES OF THE MAINE SLEEP IN 
LOWLY GRAVES, 


Twenty-four Neglected and Un- 
marked Graves in the Outskirts 
of Key West Cemetery—Better 
Burial for the Victims Suggested. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Associated Press.] 


KEY WEST, May 9.—[{From a staff 
correspondent of the Associated Press. ] 
In the outskirts of the town, where the 
small Spanish cottages cluster silent 
and sunburned along the narrow street, 
is the city cemetery of Key West. Near 
the main entrance, which is guarded by 
a creaking old wooden gate, is a group 
of newly-made graves. They are in 
the potter’s field—the part of the bury- 
ing ground set apart for the pauper 
dead. These are the graves of the he- 
roes who lost their lives on the battle- 
ship Maine in Havana Harbor on the 
night of February 15. There are twen- 
ty-four of them, unmarked. Above each 
mound of glistening white limestone 
earth a small | 
the fierce sun that beats ince 
down upon the island. Thé flags are 
faded and frayed. When a _ breeze 
comes up from the ocean they flutter 
sadly for a moment and again drop to 
the scorched earth. In the center of 
each mound is a small glass goblet 
which still holds the discolored and 
withered stems of flowers. 

“They were put there by a lady from 
Philadelphia,” said the dreary old sex- 
ton. “She came here about ten days 
after the bodies were buried and put 
flowers on all the graves. I asked her 
who she was, but she said, ‘No mat- 

And these faded little flags and 
withered stems of flowers are all that 
mark the resting place of the heroes of 
world has been talk- 
ing since the fatal night, nearly three 
months ago. There is nothing else to 
tell the stranger who passes through 
the potter’s field where the heroes of 
the Maine are sleeping. 

The space where the graves are was 
evidently prepared in great haste. 
Near the little white mounds on all 
sides are unsightly heaps of litter and 
rubbish. In one spot stands an old 
hearse, weather-beaten and ghastly in 
its very aspect of loneliness and decay. 
The sexton said it had once been used 
as the city hearse, but one day it 
broke down while carrying a body to 
the potter's field, and there it still 
stands. 

Very close to the twenty-four mounds 
is a group of thirty-six naval seamen 
who died of yellow fever. The sexton 
was unable to tell when they were 
buried there. The names and the 
words, “U. 8S. Navy” alone are carved 
upon the slabs. 

But nature, even with the barren 
lime rock below and the scorching sun 
above, seems trying to do what the 
hand of man has failed to do in beauti- 
fying the graves of our heroes. Lux- 
uriant trees of the tropical species are 
all about the newly-made graves. On 
one side a massive green cactus lifts 
its pulpy foliage in the air. On the op- 
posite side a row of tropical trees re- 
freshingly green are in full blossom, 
and with every breeze cover the sun- 
burned mounds with beautiful scarlet 
flowers. 

Rarely does any one visit the place. 
It is without care or attention, a by- 
corner of the island, where for two 
centuries, Spaniards, negroes and fish- 
erfolk have put their dead and for- 
gotten them. Perhaps one-half the 
graves in the cemetery are those of un- 
known sailors, whose sleeping places 
are unmarked. Most of the inscrip- 
tions on tombstones are in Spanish. 

Of the twenty-four who are buried 
here, only two are itidentified. They 
were a negro and a Japanese. It is 
probable at some future time they 
may be removed to another burial 
place. If not, a suitable monument 
will be erected to their memory.

We are perfectly able to take 
care of ourselves, and we can annex 
these islands without anybody’s help, 
and in spite of anybody's opposition. 
At the same time I do not think that 
any power in Eurove will say a word, 
for no count in Europe is leoking 
for any trouble with the United States. 

“The Monroe doctrine cuts no figure 
in this matter. The fact that we wil! 
not Ict any country in Furope extend 
itself in this continent is no reason why 
we should not extend our political sys- 
tem in the Eastern Hemisphere. 
Whether in case of annexation we 
vould be liable for any Spanish debt 
incurred in the Philippin Islands on 
their customs revenue, is a mere mat- 
ter of detail, and should not weigh 
against annexation. So I am clear and 
positive in my opinion that the United 
States should never surrender the 
Philippines to anybody, but should 
keep them for its own use.”

President’s Message commending 
Appropriate Action by Congress. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—The President today 
sent the following message to Congress: 
To the Congress of the United States: — 
On the 24th of April I directed the Secretary of 
the Navy to telegraph orders to Commodore George 
Dewey of the United States Navy, commanding the 
Asiatic squadron then lying in the port of Hongkong, 
to proceed forthwith to the Phillipine Islands, there to 
| commence operations and engage the Spanish fleet. 
Promptly obeying that order, the United States | 
squadron, consisting of the flagship Olympia, the Bal- 
timore, the Raleigh, the Boston, the Concord and the 
Petrel, with the revenue cutter Hugh McCulloch as an 
auxiliary dispatch boat, entered the harbor of Manila 
at daybreak on the first of May and immediately 
engaged the entire Spanish fleet of eleven ships, which 
were under the propection of the fire of the land forts. 
After a stubborn fight, in which the enemy suffered 
great loss, these vessels were destroyed or completely 
( disabled and the water battery at Cavite silenced. Of 
our brave officers and men not one was lost and only 
eight injured, and those only slightly, All of our ships 
escaped any serious damage. 

By the fourth of May Commodore Dewey had 

‘taken possession of the naval station at Cavite, de- 

( stroying the fortifications there and at the entrance of 

'Y the bay and paroling their garrisons. The waters of 
the bay are under his complete control. He has 
‘stablished hospitals within the American lines, where

“The magnitude of this victory can hardly be 
measured by the ordinary standards of naval warfare.

“The British subjects in Manila have 
forwarded a petition through the Brit- 
ish Consul to Vice-Admiral Seymour, 
commander-in-chief of the China sta- 
tion, for further naval assistance, and 
it is anticipated that additional vessels 
will be sent there on Wednesday.

MANILA PANIC-STRICKEN.

YORK, May 10.—[Pxclusive 
Dispatch.] A World special from 
Taipeh, Formosa, dated May 9, says 
that Manila is reported to be in a 
panic. The Spaniards in the city are 
completely surrounded by enemies. In 
the rear, on the land side, are the na- 
tive insurgents, impatient to wreak 
revenge upon the Spanish. The rebels 
are unorganized, undisciplined, armed 
with a miscellaneous lot of weapons, 
and are a mob, rather than a military 
force.

AT DEWEY’S MERCY. 


He Can Take Manila Whenever He 
Choses to Do So. 
, (ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 9.—A dispatch to 
the World from Hongkong says that 
Commodore Dewey’s fleet has com- 
pletely invested the city of Manila by 
water, and the insurgents control all 
land approaches. It is impossible for 
the inhabitants to add to the present 
supply of food without consent of the 
American commodore. His is in abso- 
lute control. 

The forts at Manila are not strong 
enough to cope with his guns. The fleet 
would have no trouble in razing the 
city’s defenses and in utterly destroy- 
ing the residence and business quarters. 
Not only the Governor-General, but the 
people, as well, realize that if Dewey 
demands a surrender he can back up 
his demands with shot and shell suffi- 
cient to wipe out the city. 

If the demand is made, and the Gov- 
ernor refuses, the people will rise and 
demand that he surrender. There would 
also be a revolt on the part of many of 
the soldiers before they would bring 
down on the practically-defenseless city 
the fire of the powerful American fieet. 

Under international law a city can- 
not be bombarded until a day’s notice 
has been given, but the action of the 
Manila forts in firing on the American 
fleet. would be sufficient grounds to 
break this rule. 

Commodore Dewey has said he will 
give the people time to leave the city 
if he is compelled by a refusal to sur- 
render, to bombard Manila. The Span- 
ish inhabitants would gain little by 


and could easily defeat them in combat. 

The insurgents have but a semblance 
of. military training. If they make an 
attack on the city it will degenerate 
ihto lawless looting. The insurgents 
will be nothing better than a@ mob out 
for plunder. There is grave necessity 
for a strong government at Manila. 

Commodore Dewey could have taken 
the city last Sunday. but he feared vio- 
lence. He can land 1000 armed men, 
but these would not be sufficient to 
prevent murder, rapine and pillage. 
Should he*take Manila, French and 
British warships would land forces to 
protect their own people,in Manila, and 
their own interests.

The Republicans declare that 
the moment the telegraph announces a 
new disaster to the Spanish arms the 
great mass of the country will rise 
and sweep away everything. The Carl- 
ists say that if there are fresh disas- 
ters they will seize power... The Carlists 
are well organized. The Republicans 
are divided by differences of pro- 
grammes and the rivalries of their 
leading men. 

“The Carlists put much faith in Wey- 
ler, but he is simply waiting for his 
own chance, and will venture nothing 
unless absolutely assured of success.

He was met by a stranger with 
a big Odd Fellows’ badge pinned to his 
breast, who gave him the glad hand 
and called him brother. The innocent 
citizen’s name is Jack Naden. He said 
he was going to the Klondike, and the 
bunco said, “I am, too,” and added, 
‘‘Let’s stroll to the wharf?’ 

They went and there they met a sad- 
faced man who said he had _. been 
cheated out of $500 by a sharper. He 
drew three cards from his pocket and 
remarked, “It was done this way,” 
adding, “I’m a dead game sport, and 
would like to win my stuff back. Guess 
for fun,” he said to Naden. Naden 
guessed and won. 

“Bet 50 cents for a lark,” he contin- 
ued, and Naden bet and won. “T’ll go 
you five,” said the sad-faced man. 
Naden bet again and won. Then he 
with the Odd Fellows’ badge, whispered 
to Naden, “He’s a sucker, let’s us get 
his money, bet your pile.” 

Naden pulled out his Klondike roll of 
$425. It was covered. Naden lost. 
Then a watchman, confederate No. 3, 
rushed around the building crying,

ANOTHER KLONDIKE TRAGEDY. 

Twenty-two Men Drowned in a 
Rushing Mountain Stream. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—A special 
to the Examiner from Victoria, B. Cc. 
says: 

“Monday last, the ice covering a 
stream in a defile near Crater Lake 
gave way under the passing throng of 
Klondikers, and more than a score of 
men were p-ccipitated into the water 
and carried .o certain death beneath 
the river’s frozen coating. 

“Dr. J. F. Frizelle of Los Angeles, 
who came down on the Al-Ki and 
brings the news, passed the scene only 
a few hours after the calamity oc- 
curred. . 

“It was on the other side of the sum- 
mit, between Lindeman and the Long 
Lake, at a point in the cafion some 
fourteen miles above Stone House, 
where an iceslide over a mountain 
stream has been utilized as a path for 
sleds by the fortune-seekers. 

“A number of men were advancing 
in almost unbroken rank, each hauling 
his laden sled, when, at 8 o’clock in 
the morning, there was a crash. The 
ice opened for thirty feet or more, and 
in an instant twenty-two men with 
their supplies were whirled down and 
under the smooth surface of the 
stream, to drown without even the 
chance of battling for life. ; 

“The names of the victims Dr. Fri- 
zelle cannot give. There is no possibil- 
ity of identifying them now, he says, 
nor can the names be announced with 
positiveness until the bodies are deliv- 
ered by the stream at the lake or the 
disappearance of the ice. 

“Four Montana and two California 
men are thought to have been among 
the victims, while the others included 
an eastern party of seven, almost all 
being remembered only by the nick- 
names which western freedom had 
given them.”

ANOTHER FIRE AT PRESCOTT. 


Operahouse Partly Destroyed—Evi- 
dently an Incendiary’s Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PRESCOTT (Ariz..) May 9.—The 
Prescott Operahouse was partially de- 
stroyed by fire at 3 d’clock this morn- 
ing. The fire was of incendiary origin, 
as a large amount of coal oil had been 
used in saturating the building. The 
building, 150 feet long and extending 
from the street the entire length of 
the lot, is located between a large pri- 
vate boarding-house and a public- 
school building, both of which are 
within a few feet of it, and had the 
flames not been speedily extinguished, 
both would have been consumed. :

All the Horrors and Sadness of Real 
War Witnessed During the 
Bread Riots, 


DESPERATE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


WORK OR BREAD IS THE SLOGAN 
OF THE RIOTERS, 


At Least a Thousand People Killed 
at Milan—Troops Mowed Down 
the Mob With Leaden ) 
Missiles. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, May 10.—A Milan corre- 
spondent of the Daily News, telegraph- 
ing Monday, says: 

“Calm reigns again. This being so, it 
can do no harm to say plainly, though 
it is by no means certain the words 
will reach you, that for the last two 
days this city has been In the throes 
of revolution, with all its horrors and 
all its sadness, 

“Certain quarters today present a 
scene of complete devastation. In 
others the quietness of terrorism 
reigns, and this is the more striking 
when contrasted in the mind of the 
spectator with the scenes of yesterday 
and Saturday, when, above the shrieks 
of the dying, rose the wails of widows 
and orphans, the hoarse words of com- 
mand and the irresistible tramp of sol- 
diers, followed by the terrible boom of’ 
cannon. 

“When the fury first broke out, many 
of the people who would have noth- 
ing to do with the movement were 
Caught, as it were, in a trap. Here is 
an instance: When the soldiers were 
advancing to the charge against the 
first barricade in the Via Torino, a 
lady, young, richly dressed and stiff 
with terror, was struck by a bullet in 
the breast and fell dying. 

“At another point a fine carriage, 
with horses wild with fright, was 
stopped by the mob, and its occupant 
a lady, forcibly removed and left to 
find her way home as best she could. 
The carriage was used to carry the 
the hospital.

‘There is. Porr, our oppressor,’ they 
cried threateningly. Insults were 
shouted at the professor, who now, pale 
but calm, resolutely opened the gates 
and stood with his arms folded, say- 
ing: ‘To him who has the courage, ad- 
vance. He will find a good revolver 
ready for him, and I will show how a 
good physician does his duty.’ Nobody 
accepted the invitation. 

“It is extremely difficult to speak 

with accuracy as to the numbers of 
killed and wounded, and any estimate, 
in view of the conflicting statements 
current, can only approximate. to the 
truth. It may be said at once that the 
casualties were many times more nu- 
merous that could at first be be- 
Moved even by spectators of the blood- 
shed. 
“Probably it would not be exaggerating 
to fix the number of deaths as little 
short of 1000. What are the numbers 
of the wounded I shall not attempt to 
say. Many casualties will probably 
never be known.” 


BREAD OR WORK. 


Slogan of the Rioters in the North- 
ern Towns of Italy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LUGANO (Switzerland,) May 9.—Ac- 
cording to the latest news received 
here from Milan, Italy, the rising of 
the people there appears to have been 
mastered. Reinforcements of troops 
have been pouring into the city al! 
night long. Trouble has occurred at 

Treviso, Verona, Badua and Briscia. 

There was a renewal of the disturb- 
ances at Milan last night, due to the 
arrival of a mob of students from Pa- 
via, armed with revolvers. They at- 
tempted to force an entrance into the : 


city, but were repulsed by a detach- 
ment of Bersagliera, who killed two 
of the students and wounded four. In 
parts of Milan where the resistance 
was most desperate, whole streets 
were torn up by the mob, not a pane 
of glass is unbroken; the doors are 
mostly torn down, and on all sides can 
be seen the remains of fires and 
wrecked furniture and other household 
goods. In fact, those portions of the 
city are practically sacked. The bodies 
of the killed were generally piled in 
doorways, and were afterward collected 
by army wagons. The hospitals, per- 
manent and temporary, are overflow- 
ing with injured people. It is an- 
nounced that the work Was resumed 
this morning in the factories of Milan. 

At Genzano, near Rome, the troops 
fired on a mob which was engaged in 
looting. Two persons were killed and 
many wounded. 

A mob gathered at Pontedora, thir- 
teen miles from Pisa, and marched on 
the town hall, demanding bread or 
work. They stoned the building and 
refused to disperse when ordered to do 
so. The troops fired a_ volley 4 
killed three persons. A number were 
also injured. . 

QUIET RESTORED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
ROME, May 9.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived by the Premier, the Marquis df 
Rudini, from Lieut. Bava-Brecaris,

*‘BUTCHER” HEURCH.

LONDON, May 9.—Special dispatches 
received from Rome describing the 
wholesale delay and stopping of the 
telegrams describing the riots, says 
they are largely the outcome of crush- 
ing taxation, which makes even salt 
cost 16 cents per pound. Thousands of 
poor are thereby deprived and die from 
the terrible disease, peeligra. The fact 
that Gen. Heurch has been made vir- 
tually dictator at Florence is signifi- 
cant. He earned his title of “the 
butcher” by the savage cruelties he 
ordered during the Massa Docarrara 
riots some years ago. 

IN A STATE OF SIEGE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 9.—According to spe- 
cial dispatches from Rome, twenty- 
three provinces in Italy are virtually, 
though not formally, in a state of siege. 
Rumors has it that the trouble was 
fomented by the clericals who have 
chosen the moment for an attack on 
the monorchy. No proof of this exists, 
but King Humbert and his entourage 
are greatly distressed at the turn of 
events. 


-Relay Trophy Transferred. 


SACRAMENTO, May 9.—The Capital

ago, decide tonight to give up’ the 
trophy to the Terminal City Wheelmen 
on the latter’s demand, because of the 
temporary loss of the packet. 

One of the Capital City Wheelmen 
fell, and dropped the packet, and re- 
sumed the race without it. It was 
handed him on the return relay. The 
Capital City Wheelmen won the race by 
ten minutes. but as the trophy was 
claimed on this technicality, they de- 
cided to surrender it. A committee 
will take it to Stockton Saturday night. 


Flandes Wins Easily. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—The 
races at Oakland today resulted in a 
good many surprises, the most notable 
of which was in the fourth race, a mile 
and a sixteenth.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Representa- 
tive Johnson of Indiana has introduced 
a resolution empowering the President 
to appoint three commissioners to meet 
a like number of commissioners ap- 
pointed on the part of each of the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain,Germany,Rus- 
sia, France, Austria, Japan and China, 
to meet in Washington as early as 
practicable to formulate, consider and 
report to their respective governments 
a plan for the neutralization and inde- 
pendence of the Sandwich Islands and 
the prevention in the future of any na- 
tion taking possession of said islands, 
either directly or indirectly. 


Miller Praises Dewey. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—Rear-

FRENZY IN THE PIT. 


WHEAT JUMPS FOURTEEN 
CENTS IN CHICAGO. 


JULY 


Remarkable Session of the Board of 
Trade—Joseph Leiter Selle May 
Wheat to the Men Who Have 
Contracts to Deliver to Him. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, May 9%.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] July wheat jumped 14 cents on 
the Board of Trade today, amid scenes 
of frenzied excitement. 

At the close of the day the failure of 
Robert Lidblom, a prominent trader, 
was announced. He had lost $250,000 
bearing wheat in the past sixty days. 
His liabilities are $125,000 and his assets 
are $110,000, 

Wheat here was at $1.75 for May, but 
it was at $1.99 at New York, touched 
$1.80 at Duluth, and closed $1.60 in Min- 
neapolis. There have been extraordi- 
nary bull campaigns in the past,making 
marvelous prices for a short period 
at a single market, but today the high 
prices were world wide, and were not 
for any single month. 

July advances were sharper than 
May, and September advances not so 
very much behind July. People who 
pretend to keep their wits about them, 
called it mania, yet it was a mania 
that seemed to extend around the 
globe, that involved every class, and 
that certainly included every market. 

Although the last week has recorded 
two daily advances of 20 cents in May 
wheat, neither of these fluctuations 
caused such a frenzy in the pit as the 
boom in July wheat. The reason is 
that May wheat trade is confined to a 
handful of strong men, while July 
wheat embraces nearly 99 per cent. of 
the entire pit transactions. 

That another volcanic session was to 
be encountered was evident as soon as 
the first cable from Liverpool, convey- 
ing the information that wheat had 
been boosted there to the extent of 
81% cents per bushel over Sunday, ar- 
rived. July jumped from Saturday's 
close of 1.06%, to 1.10% in one bound. 
There was no break in the advance 
until 10 cents was added to Saturday's 
closing price, and later in the day the 
price went up to 1.21, closing at 1.20%. 

May closed at 1.75, the highest point 
of the season. May wheat was kept 
within bounds by Joseph Leiter. It is 
admitted he could have let out the 
price of May to $2 today, if he had been 
so minded. There is hardly another 
corner in the history of the local board 
that reveals the bears in such @ tight 
box as at present. Those who have 
contracts to deliver May wheat to 
Leiter, are compelled to buy it of him, 
and he is the only holder of available 
cash wheat. 

LIDBLOM’S ASSIGNM®NT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, May 9.—Another failure 
was recorded today as the result of 
fluctuations in the wheat market, and 
the man to go under was Robert Lid- 
blom, one of the best-known operators 
on the Board of Trade, and president 
of the Civil Service Commission. 

Immediately after the close of busi- 
ness this afternoon he made an assign- 
ment in the County Court to the Cem- 
tral Trust Company as assignees, the 
assets and liabilities being fixed at 
$100,000 and $125,000, respectively. 

It is said that arrangements may be 
made with the creditors of Mr. Lid- 
blom in a few days, 80 he may resume 
business. All the pending trades in 
which Mr. Lidblom was interested were 
turned over by him shortly before the 
failure to others, who will continue 
them. 

“The margins placed by Mr. Lid- 
blom will be returned to his assignees 
for the benefit of the estate. No in- 
vestigation of the books of the insolvent 
broker has yet been made. Until the 
present crisis Mr..Lidblom considered 
himself worth upward of $100,000. 

BEARS RUSH FOR COVER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT*} 

CHICAGO, May 9.—Another record- 
breaking twist distinguished today's 
session of the Board of Trade. Vet- 
erans on ’Change who witnessed and 
played a part in the scenes on the 
board during the Franco-Prussian war, 
claim to find a marked resemblance in 
today’s session. There were moments 
when the official reports in the wheat- 
pit heard traders offering or selling 
wheat at a variance of 1 cent at the 
same moment. 

A rush for cover by bears was one of 
the features of the market today. 
Schwartz, Dupee & Co. took a larze 
amount of July wheat at the opening, 
and Ware & Leland were the principal 
buyers. The mystery now which ap- 
peals to the entire wheat trade is the 
identity. of the shorts in May wheat. 

There is hardly another corner in the 
history of the local board that reveals 
the bear in such a tight box as he is at 
present. It is unlike the situation 
which confronted Leiter when there was 
still a large amount of wheat in the 
farmers’ hands, and he is today the 
only factor in May wheat, without an 
opponent. 

The bears who have not yet reached 
cover, cannot be regarded as his oppo- 
nents, as Leiter has them as securely 
under his control as it is possible to 
have them. During the last week 
Leiter's profits must have been enor- 
mous, and from all indications he will 
dispose of the wheat which is not yet 
contracted for shipment at a fancier 
price than at present quoted.

AMERICA’S SOLEMN MISSION. 


THE CIVIL AND PRESENT WARS 
CONTRASTED. 


Soloists, Chorus and Band Render 
an Enjoyable Programme—Miss 
Linck Wins an Ovation. 
New Compositions. 


A large and enthusiastic audience at- 
tended the patriotic concert at the 
Los Angeles Theater last evening. The 
programme throughout was heartily 
applauded, the speakers and the 
patriotic numbers coming in for special 
outbursts of appreciation, and the en- 
tertainment was considerably length- 
ened by persistent demands for en- 
cores. The programme was opened 
with the “Gen. Rosecrans March” 
(George Cann,) by the Seventh Regi- 
ment Band, led by Director Cann. 
Rousing speeches by the Rev. Burt 
Estes Howard and Will A. Harris fol- 
lowed, both gentlemen being inter- 
rupted at frequent intervals by ring- 
ing applause. Mr. Howard was intro- 
duced by Col. H. G. Otis, who said: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: Ina patriotic 
time like this, and before a patriotic 
audience, which I know this to be, it 
is a grateful task that I have to per- 
form. It is my pleasure to introduce 
to you a gentleman whose fame is 
to and whose eloquence 

ve often heard. 
rd. I present Burt 


Mr. Howard’s speech was, 
follows: 


S charge with the 

spirit, there is small need tor roe 
to stir the American heart with sen- 
timents of devotion to his country’s 
weal. But a single blast rang out 
from war’s hoarse trump, a single call 
to arms, and a nation stood upon its 
feet and answered: “Here,” The 
pulse-heat of 10,000,000 loyal sons is the 
drum-beat of this country’s army of 
defense. There is little danger that 
the men of this land shall be found 
wanting in the high courage which 
counts not its life dear when the time 
has come to face its enemies or defend 
its flag. But there is a danger that 
the roar of battle shall so fill our ears 
as to make us deaf to the gentle voice 
of civic duty, which summons us to the 
divine patriotism of peace, and that 
the smoke of conflict shall blind 6ur 
vision to the larger lines ‘on which 
our divine destiny is taking shape. 
That upon this people, in the provi- 
dence of God, is laid the vestment of a 
mighty priesthood among the nations 
of the earth I cannot doubt. No coun- 
try in all the recorded ages has been 
so manifestly ordained and fitted to be 
the anointed of the Almighty in ful- 
filling the destiny of human kind. 

“Europe was all a-tremble with that 
ominous nervousness which precedes a 
mighty convulsion, when Columbus 
pushed boldly out into the unknown 
western waters. All over the conti- 
nent and in England as well, an un- 
easy people moved with feverish rest- 
lessness under the yoke of repression 
that galled their necks. The human 
mind bound long years with the fetters 
of bigotry and ignorance, drank deep 
draughts at the Pierian Spring of 
Grecian letters, and in the stimulus of 
its new-found powers, turned with re- 
sistless impetus to liberty of thought. 
Luther, the apostle of the new age, 
was but a lad of 9 years, playing with 
the toys in his father’s house, but the 
blood of Wyclif, and Huss, and Jerome 
of Prague was crying from the ground 
against the existing order. Like light- 
ning flashes that leap out of the dark- 
ening west when the storm-god gathers 
his awful might and crouches for his 
spring, the flames of aie thousand 
martyr-stakes were presaging the com- 
ing of a tempest whose fury was to 
shake all Europe from its center to its 
uttermost borders The invention of 
paper and the art of printing, gave to 
the new spirit of civilizationits medium 
of utterance, and thought received its 
Pentecost, in a gift of tongues 

“With the human mind quickened 
and quivering with new strength and 
new aspirations, with the press scat- 
tering the new gospel of liberty like 
golden grain among the people, the age 
stood girded for action. The time had 
come. God shook the earth, and, like 
the apostles of old, Truth came forth 
out of its prison cell and set about the 
conversion of its jailer. The world 
awoke to find itself aflame with a new 
conviction; that men are created free 
and equal; that society is another name 
for humanity; that there is a people, 
and that government is the people’s 
right. 

“But it was not in Europe, or in the 
decaying East, that the problem of a 
higher civilization was to be wrought 
out. During the countless ages of 
Asia’s splendor, when, gleaming with 
oriental luxury, she marched at the 
head of the nations; through the years 
when the sun of Grecian glory lighted 
all the world; all through the centuries 
when from the rivers to the ends of 
the earth the glint of Roman eagles 
marked her universal empire; during 
the long agony of dissolution when the 
holy empire slowly crumbled to pieces 
and the fragments were writhing in 
fierce contest for mastery—all these 
countless years, the Almighty had hid- 
den away in the vast wilderness of 
the waters a new Eden, reserved to be 
the home of the new humanity. In an- 
ticipation of the nation yet to be, He 
had fashioned a continent, sowed it 
with forests, watered it with living 
streams, and, hollowing out the eter- 
nal hills, he made them the treasure 
vaults of the coming freemen. Then, 
when the hour of destiny had struck, 
the cloudy curtains of the sea rolled 
back anda new world stood forth, 
whose meaning in the affairs of men 
we are but now discovering. 

“Nations, like men, are born in the 
anguish of travail. Out of the womb 
of hunger and cold and oppression was 
this nation brought forth, and war 
stood sponsor at her christening. But 
she lived. Lived? Look at her history 
written upon a single page of the cen- 
turies, it stands as the wonder tale of 
the world, the miracle of the ages,’ 
with every line of it the record of a 
step in human progress, and not a 
solitary word of it stained with dis- 
honor! 

“To America was entrusted the 
solemn mission of bearing a new and 
holy principle to the people of the 
earth, the principle of political free- 
dom. How well she his discharged 
her trust the changes in the attitude of 
the government to the governed in al] 
the civilized world are the best evi- 
dences. But having been faithful over 
the few things, the Almighty is about 
to make her ruler over many things. 
The hour of a now ministry is at hand. 

“For a hundred years we have gone 
our way, holding with steadfastness to 


in part, as 


when the very 


| the policy of isolation laid down by the 


founders of our government. We have 
stood aside in silence while the nations 
of the old world have wrought out and 
fought out their vexed and vexing 


problems. We have watched the an- 
cient governments as they have plun- 
dered the weak and parted the spoils 
among the strong. We have heard the 
tramping of their feet as they have 
marched to conquest and to acquisition, 
but no lust for martial power or terri- 
torial possession has inflamed our 
breast and burned away our morals. 
We have not gathered a standing army 
of many thousands, we have not builded 
a mighty navy, nor have we looked out 
upon the lands across the sea from be- 
hind great ranks of battlemented coast. 
But when the cry of a helpless people 
at our very doors trembled in our ears, 
when we saw a stricken land pillaged 
and ravished almost under the shadow 
of our flag, its men murdered, its wo- 
men debauched and its children starved 
before our very eyes, and all to glut 
the insatiable greed of a degenerate 
and heartless governmental policy, 
then this free America, which could 
not be moved by lust for spoil or for 
possession, lifted its mighty arm to 
protect the oppressed, and, with a 
spirit that is divinely grand, she said 
to the oppressor, ‘In the name of a just 
God and of a righteous manhood, thou 
shalt not!’” 

At the close of the speech the band 
played “Marching Thro’ Georgia,” led 
by the stirring pipe of the director's 
piccolo, and in response to the rounds 
of applause that followed, “Yankee 
Doodle” was played. 

In introducing the second speaker, 
Col. Otis said: ‘“‘Here is a son of the 
South. When he speaks he will prove 
by the breadth of his patriotism and the 
strength of his utterances that he is 
a worthy son of a reunited country. I 
take pleasure in presenting Will A. 
Harris.”’ 

Mr. Harris’s speech was as follows: 

“In the thick darkness of the night, 
in distant waters and strange, a fleet 
of war vessels sailed between a forti- 
fied island and a fortified shore into a 
harbor surrounded by hostile forts, 
and fronted the enemy’s iron ships and 
iron-throated guns. When the morning 
had come, when the darkness’ had 
drifted away, the Spaniard who had 
slept in fancied security, saw Amer- 
ica’s starry emblem and America’s 
proud ships, and knew that he had 
business on his hands. Soon the thun- 
der of the guns disturbed the startled 
air. There was a struggle between 
Leviathans of the deep, a contest be- 
tween the nineteenth and the twelfth 
centuries, between progress and decay, 
between the liberator and the _  op- 
pressor. The issue was not long in 
doubt. It could not be. It never can 
be when right is armed with might, 
and so it was. 

“The tremendous, the wild, the seplen- 
did drama was of short duration—the 
smoke of battle lifted—ocean’s waters 
had gathered and. closed over the 


Spaniard, and his ships, as they had 


closed over the Egyptian 
chariots 4000 years ago. 

“The name of Dewey was added to 
the list of undying heroes, and_ the 
treacherous destruction of the Maine 
had been in part avenged: civilization, 
progress, liberty had triumphed. 

“And when the roll was called every 
brave officer, ands.every brave sea- 
man of that squadron of American 
heroes answered ‘Here.’ History will 
pause to record this as the most won--: 
derful victory of the ages. The heart re- 
joices, the eye kindles, the pulse 
quickens as the imagination pictures 
that scene. My friends, boys as brag, 
men as true, have gone from mother 
and home here in Los Angeles, and 
when they return with their ‘captains 
courageous,’ Berry, Wankowski, Steere, 
and the others and the roll is called, 
may not one be missing, 

“It was not an idle victo 
people, we do nothing withou 
underlying motive. We are not a War- 
loving, but a peace-loving people. We 
would gladly sheathe the sword and let 
it rust forever in its scabbard. We 
do not seek difficulties. We avoid a 
quarrel when it can be avoided with 
honor. 

“We are in a quarrel now. We have 
achieved in that quarrel a great vic- 
tory. Our banner is floating over those 
distant islands, and already there is 
some discussion as to what shall be 
done with them. Of one thing I am cer- 
tain; they will never, never, never be 
returned to the Spaniard. 

“As well talk of tearing the starry 
emblem from the masthead of Admiral 
Dewey’s brave ship, the Olympia. 

“No, no, no, the oppressor will be 
driven from those islands never to re- 
turn. They are liberated and belong to 
freedom. Their chains are broken. They 
have longed for deliverance. It has 
come. The power of the tyrant is de- 
stroyed.

ADMIRAL MILLER AND STAFF 
AROARD AS PASSENGERS. 


Recent Happenings at Honolala, 
The Mohican Sails for Mare 
Island—Ganboat Rennington toe 


Look After American Interests 
in Hawall. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—Advices 
received today by the steamer City of 
Peking from Honolulu, are as follows: 

HONOLULU, May 1.—Admiral Mil- 
ler and his personal staff received or- 
ders by the steamship Alameda on the 
°*8th ult., to proceed at once to San 
Francisco, and there to await further 
orders. Another dispatch directed Capt. 
Book of the training ship Mohican to 
take his ship back to Mare Island. 
The gunboat Bennington has been di- 
rected to remain here to look after 
Americans and their interests in the 
islands. 

So far as can be learned, these are 
all the orders that have been received 
by the American naval officers in port. 
Admiral Miller and his staff wiil sail 
for San Francisco by the City of 
Peking. 

The U.S.S. Mohican sailed on the 
29th ult., under emergency orders due 
to the war with Spain, cutting short 
her intended cruise of two years 
through the South Seas, and on the 
Asiatic station. The orders are 
brought by the Alameda. Preparations 
for her departure were begun at once, 
rushed through to a completion, and 
she sailed in the morning. Two hours 
later she came to anchor, presumably 
to make a few repairs, for she again 
sailed without communicating with the 
shore. 

It is stated on excellent authority 
that several vessels in the Hawaiian 
trade will likely apply for Hawailan 
registers within the next few weeks, 
if Spain and the United States are at 
war. Sailing under a neutral flag they 
could continue in the trade without en- 
dangering their cargoes. 

Owners feel confident that sooner og 
later the islands will be annexed to the 
United States, and that their ships 
would become American again, so that 
the expense attached to the transaction 
would be more than covered in fhe 
saving of insurance. It is expected 
that insurance rates will be very high 
if hostilities have already opened. 

According to a local paper, instead

the enemy's fleet and the capture of 
the enemy's fortifications in the Bay 
of Manila.’ The President refers to 
the Manila victory in these heartfeit 
words: 

“The magnitude of this victory 
can fiardly be measured by the ordi- 
Mary standards of naval warfare. 
advantage 
is the moral effect of this initial suc- 
Cess. At this unsurpassell achieve 
ment the great heart of our nation 
throbs, not with boasting or with 
greed of conquest, but 
gratitude that this triumph has come 
in a just cause and that by the grace 
of God an effective step has thus been 
taken toward the attainment of the 
wished-for peace. To those whose 
skill, courage and devotion have won 
the fight. to the gallant commander 
and the brave officers and men who 
aided him, our country owes an in- 
calculable debt.”

FOR HUMANITY’S SAKE. 

From a strategic point of view it 
will be wise military policy for the 
American fleet to meet and vanquish 
the Spanish fleet before a concerted 
move is made for the occupation of 
Cuba. To occupy Cuba before the 
Spanish fleet has been disposed of 
would place us on the defensive, and 
at a considerable disadvantage. 
While Porto Rico remains under 
Spanish control, the enemy has an 
effective base of operations, and can 
harass our fleet to such an extent 
that the reductién of Havana and 
the occupation of Cuba will be a com- 
paratively difficult undertaking. With 
Porto Rico in our possession, even if 
the Spanish fleet be not destroyed, 
we can soon control the situation, for 
the Spanish warships would have no 
available coaling stations, and with- 
out coal they would soon be ineffec- 
tive. 

But it is to be hoped that the in- 
vasion of Cuba may not be long de- 
ferred. The dictates of humanity de- 
mand that there shall be as little de- 
lay as possible in this part of the 
campaign. Many thousands of hu- 
man beings are dying of starvation 
in the island. Many thousands have 
undoubtedly died since the war be- 
gan. Every day of delay means the 
sacrifice of hundreds, perhaps thous- 
ands, of lives which might be saved 
if food could be distributed among 
the sufferers. The blockade of Cuban 
ports has necessarily increased the 
suffering and destitution. Beyond a 
doubt the Spanish military author- 
ities have seized all available food 
supplies. The present condition of 
the reconcentrados, which before was 
pitiable beyond expression, can 
scarcely be otherwise than desperate 
in the last degree. We have ship- 
loads of provisions ready to be landed 
on Cuban soil so soon as our guns 
havo cleared the way. Therefore, in 
the name of humanity and of civili- 
zation, it will be the plan to force 
the Cuban defenses so soon as possi- 
ble, and save the remnant of the 
starving people from death in one of 
its most dreadful forms. 

There can be no doubt that such is 
the intention of the government. 
Within a few days—probably before 


{the end of the present_week—Ameri- 


can troops will be landed in Cuba 
and American provisions will be ‘dis- 
tributed to the famished Cubans, so 
far as they can be reached. The 
next few days are almost certain to 
be signalized by momentous events 
which will make many important 
chapters of history. The deliverance 
of Cuba is near at hand. 


GERMAN SOLDIERS. 

Robert Kirkland of No. 824 Short 
street, Los Angeles, writes to THE 
Tres effectualiy refuting a state- 
ment in the New York. Commercial 
Advertiser, under the heading of 
“Germans Going Too,” containing ex- 
pressions derogatory to some of the 


German recruits who have _ recently 
enlisted in that city. The corre- 
spondent says: 

“You know, in the first instance, 


that by an unbiased statement, the 
German race, on the average, ranks 
as the best-built, proportioned and 


strongest men on the face of the 
earth, and the cleanest, too. In the 
second instance, there are no sloping- 
shouldered. cavernous-chested, broadc- 
hipped, bow-legged, dirty men in the 
German army, and one who ever saw 
the German troops will assert that 
no one will be found with the fore- 
going specifications.

In these days, 
when the attention of everybody in the 
United States is centered upon the 
navy, a play like ‘The Ensign” is safe 
to draw crowded houses wherever it is 
put on. The initial performance of 
Haworth’s great drama was given last 


unusually enthusiastic audience. 
the most ambitious and exacting piece 
yet attempted by the Belasco-Thall 
Company in Los Angeles, and the gen- 
eral excellence of its presentation gave 
good evidence of the strength of the 
company. The staging was good, espe- 
cially in the third and fifth acts, which 
take place on the U.S.S. San Jacinto, 
and the acting was spirited through- 
out, rising in some instances to a 
marked degree of dramatic power, 

The incident upon which the play is 
founded is one of the most dramatic 
of the minor events in American his- 
tory, and is too well known to need 
repetition. Just now an added interest 
is given to the old story of the compli- 
cations which arose over the capture 
of Mason and Slidell and its attendant 
incidents by the fact that the scene is 
at first laid in Havana Harbor, a neu- 
tral port at the time of the civil war. 
Ensign Baird, who killed the renegade 
for insulting the flag, was a part so 
well taken by Mr. Pascoe that the hot- 
headed and gallant young _ officer 
seemed almost to live again. The ex- 
cellent impression made last week by 
Mr. Pascoe in the comedy part of 
Babberley in “Charley’s Aunt,” was 
greatly strengthened by the evidence 
of his versatility given in his power- 
ful rendition of this much more exact- 
ing role, which trenches so closely upon 
tragedy. It would be so easy to be- 
come melodramatic in the thrilling 
climaxes of this piece that a positively 
grateful appreciation comes with the 
perceptionof Mr. Pascoe’s conscientious 
and artistic work. The impetuous 
abandon of Ben Baird never becomes 
hysterical. 

Mr. Osbourne is admirable as Cox- 
swain Dudley, the heroic old reprobate 
who would have given his life to save 
the ensign. In the trial scene the evi- 
dence of this old sea dog relieves the 
strain with a touch of deliciously gen- 
uine humor; and the appeal to Secre- 
tary Welles is one of the finest bits of 
pathos in the play. In this act Miss 
Howe, who takes the part of Mrs. 
Baird, is a bit disappointing, but she 
works up into genuine warmth of emo- 
tion when she bids the ensign fare- 
well. Miss Tittell as Alice Greer Is 
satisfactory throughout, her rendition 
being both sweet and spirited. Miss 
Tidball and Mr. Hawley as Dot and 
Midshipman Watson supply a pretty 
thread of light comedy that twinkles 
gayly through the strong emotionality 
of the piece, and little Bessie Buskirk 
is naively clever as Little Mary, who 
purchased Ben's life with her doll after 
all had failed. 

Mr. Nicholson is given a rest from 
his systematic villainy in the manly 
part of Lieut. Allen, the British offi- 
cer who revolted at strategy that 
touched on dishonor, and Mr. Cooley 
had a chance to draw down the exe- 
cration of the gallery and the general 
abhorrence of the audience in the ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant role of Lieut. 
Blythe, the cowardly traitor who met 
his just deserts at the hands of the 
ensign. Mr. Fanning played the double 
part of Capt. Wilkes and President 
Lincoln, and though his likeness to the 
great President was hardly striking, 
even with the make-up, his momentary 
appearance sent the house wild with 
enthusiasm.

[San Francisco Bulletin:] The much- 
talked-of sympathetic alliance between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
an alliance which would range Great 
Britain *on the American side in case 
of a European combination to over- 
throw the Monroe doctrine, has caused 
many inquiries, as to the part Great 
Britain hal in the prociamation of the 
law that the American continents “are 
henceforth not to me considered as sub- 
pects for future coloniaztion by any 
European power.” 

British participation in the forma- 
tion of this policy finds expressions in 
the correspondence between Mr. Can- 
ning, then British Foreign Minister, 
and Mr. Rush, the American Minister 
to England. The occasion for the cor- 
respondence was a treaty formed at 
Paris on September 26, 1815, between 


the Emperors.of Austria, Russia and, 


the King of Prussia. The treaty after- 
ward became known as the holy alli- 
ance. Wharton’s Digest of Interna- 
tional Law says: “The ostensible ob- 
ject of the alliance was the subordina- 
tion of politics to the Christian re- 
ligion. The real principle, however, 
was the establishment of jure divino 
autocracies, each sovereign incorporat- 
ing in himself the ‘Christian religion,’ 
as well as supreme political power.” 

The three monarchs named then 
ruled without the intervention of re- 
sponsible ministers or diplomatic 
agents. As Great Britain was at that 
time governed by a responsible min- 
istry, Great Britain was not invited to 
join the holy alliance. The correspond- 
ence between Mr. Canning and Mr. 
Rush was submitted to President Mon- 
roe, and by President Monroe the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Canning that the United 
States should take decided ground 
against the intervention of the 
holy allience in South America was 
submitted to Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison. Extracts from the 
reply of Mr. Jefferson to President 
Monroe show that the doctrine which 
bears Monroe's name was also the doc- 
of Jefferson. The latter considers the 
question presented by the correspond- 
ence submitted the ‘‘most momentous 
that has ever been offered to my con- 
templation since that of independence. 
That made us a nation; this sets our 
compass and points the course which 
we are to steer through the ocean of 
time opening to us.” After declaring 
that ‘‘our first and fundamental maxim 
should be never to entangle ourselves 
in the broils of Europe; our second, 
never to suffer Europe to meddle with 
cis-Atlantic affairs,’ Mr. Jefferson 
proceeds: 

“Gpe nation, most of all, could dis- 
turb us in this pursult; she now offers 
to lead, aid and accompany us init. By 
acceding to her proposition we detach 
her from the bands, bring her mighty 
weight into the scale of free govern- 
ment, and emancipate a continent at 
one stroke, which might otherwise 
linger long in doubt and _ difficulty. 
Great Britain is the nation which can 
do us the most harm of any one or all 
on earth, and with her on our side we 
need not fear the whole world. With 
her, then, we should most sedulously 
cherish a cordial friendship, and noth- 
ing would more tend to knit our affec- 
tions than to be fighting once more side 
by side in the same cause. Not that I 
would purchase even her amity at the 
price of taking part in her wars. But 
the war in which the present proposi- 
tion would engage us, should that he its 
consequence, is not her war, but ours.” 

Mr. Canning’s views as to the scope 
of the policy he suggested, as expressed 
in a private letter to Mr. Stapleton, 
were much more narrow than the pol- 
icy President Monroe proclaimed. Mr. 
Stapleton says that Mr. Canning’s posi- 
tion was simply that Great Britain 
would not permit other European pow- 
ers to interfere on behalf of Spain in 
her contest with her American colonies. 
He did not assent to the position that 
the unoccupied parts of America should 
no longer be open to colonization by 
Europe. 

The fact that the purposes of the holy 
alliance were not carried into execution 
has somewhat distracted public atten- 
tion from the consideration of the infiu- 
ences by which the schemes of the holy 
alliance were frustrated.

THE ARMY MULE. 
Where the United States is Ahead 


of Spain. 
{Kansas City Star:] An element cf 
strength in a war between the United 
States and Spain would be the superior- 


ity of the United States in the matter ~ 


of mules. The United States is the 
great mule nation in the world, and 
Missouri is the bright particular mule 
State in the Union. 

It is a remarkable fact in this con- 
nection that Spain is also a mule coun- 
try. The ceremonial team of the royal 
family of Spain is composed of white 
mules. But in this point of comparison, 
as in every other, the superiority of the 
United States is’ 'manifest. As the 
United States has more men and mure 
guns, so it has more mules. Spain ras, 
during the past three years’ contest 
with the insurgents, been forced to 
draw her mule supply from the United 
States, principally from Kansas .City. 
With war this supply will be cut off, 
and the American mule, on longer being 
subject to draft in a cause he must 
despise, will be used in the service of 

The mule became prominent in his- 
tory at the time of our civil war. The 
long-eared champion see:ed to spring 
from the earth. Many volunteers from 
certain sections of the country who had 
never before seen a pair of mules har- 
nessed lived to see thousands of them 
hauling army wagons. Teamsters also 
seemed to be created for the occasion. 
While the art of driving mules is a 
separate and distinct science, thousands 
of fully qualified drivers appeared, 
ready to climb into the saddles, armed 
with the resonant “blacksnake”’ and 
a full, free rich and rolling vocabu- 
lary. 

The mule, it is needless to say, has 
developed in war the highest military 
qualities — endurance, patience _ and 
courage. The war horse, eulogized 
by Job and many writers since, has 
never displayed the practical traits of 
the army mule, which have never yet 
been preserved in blank verse or flow- 


ing rhyme. The mule is ever active, 
alert and watchful, and his clarion 
voice “rouses the soldier e’er the 


morning star.”’ Usually the mule does 
not go where glory waits him (though 
Gen. Fighting Phil Sheridan habitually 
rode a mule,) but it is condemned to 
the heavy labor of the quartermas- 
ter’s and commissary’s departments. 
But in whatsoever lot—feed lot or any 
other—in which he is placed, he does 
his duty. He has been accused of a 
quick and even vindictive temper, but 
in trying times it was never allowed 
to interfere with the performance of 
his public duties. And it was in the 
darkest days and nights of the war, 
as his soldier associates will now re- 
member, that the brightest qualities 
of the mule appeared. In the dark- 
ness and storm, with mud to the hubs, 
he leaned to the collar and “snaked” 
the heavy wagon, calm and impertur- 
able, although his director wrapped 
himself with curses as with a garment 
and rode along enveloped in a light 
blue halo of profanity. And when 
the muddy march was over, the mule, 
who for days together had dined and 
supped on end gates, rejeased from 
harness, and his long-vacant interior 
decorated with a few quarts of ¢orn, 
ran and raced,.and kicked and played 
with his fellows as if he saw already 
spanning the horizon the rainbow of 
peace. 

In warm and southern regions the 
services of the mule are indispensable. 
While he can live anywhere, he seems 
a sort of tropical beast. It is believed 
that his ample ears first unfolded in 
the sun of the equator, and that palm 
leaves and similar vegetation stirred 
to his first high and vibrant note. In 
Cuba he has found in peace and will 
find in war a wide field of exertion. 

A great general has said that “an 
army moves on its belly.” The army 
with the best sustained ‘“‘cracker line” 
must eventually wear out its oppon- 
ents, and it is the mule that sustains 
the “cracker line.” To _ slightly 
change the saying of Gen. N. B. Y¥or- 
est, it is the party “‘that gets there twe 
fastest with the mostest mules’ on 
whose banner will be twined the lau- 
rels of victory.

Mrs. Jennie Gilmore Sent to the 
County Hospital Instead of the 
Asylum—McCombs’s Creditors 
Elect an Assignec. 


In addition to disposing of a large 
volume of routine business, the City 
Council yesterday considered two mat- 
ters of importance to all the people of 
the city. Judge C. C. Wright appeared 
and asked why action had not been 
taken in the matter of calling an elec- 
tion for the selection of fifteen free- 
holders to draft a new city charter. 
He was answered, and after much de- 
bate it was decided that the election 
for tunnel bonds shall be held Tuesday, 
July 5, and on the following day the 
election of the freeholders will take 
place. 

As one of the first steps in the ef- 
fort to secure municipal control of the 
water plant, and one of the most impor- 
tant steps, the Council by resolution 
made a demand upon the Los Angeles 
' City Water Company for a description 
of its property in detail, the descrip- 
tion to recite just what the plant con- 
sists of and what the relations of the 
company with the Crystal Springs Land 
and Water Company are. A copy of 
the resolution was ordered transmitted 
to the company and an immediate re- 
ply is demanded. 

The City Council had to petition itself 
for a change of street grade yesterday, 
that step being necessary because the 
city owns a majority of the property 
frontage on the street. The petition 
was of course granted. 

As a result of the recent Supreme 
Court decision, the Street Superin- 
tendent was yesterday instructed to is- 
sue new warrants to two contractors 
for street work. The warrants had been 
issued to the assignee and the new ones 
are to be made out in the name of the 
original contractors. 


In spite of the protest frdm thé prop- 
erty-owners on the streets included, an 
ordinance of intention for the sewering 
of a number of streets in East Los 
Angeles was adopted by the Council 
yesterday. 

Mayor ‘Snyder has returned from 
San Francisco. He says personal busi- 
ness took him there. He witnessed the 
arrival of the Seventh Regiment in that 


city. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners will 
be called upon to fill several vacancies 
in the fire department caused by 
members enlisting in the military ser- 
wice of the government. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
will today again try to dispose of the 
several sets of charges that have been 
preferred against police officers. 

The second trial of Joseph Rogers, on 
a charge of robbing V. M. Hardy of 
Downey, began yesterday before Judge 
Smith. Rogers has been persistently 
prosecuted. He was discharged twice 
on preliminary examination and once 
in the Superior Court. The last trial 
resulted in a disagreement of the jury. 

Mrs. Jennie Gilmore, the woman who 
was arrested at San Fernando a few 
days ago on a charge of vagrancy, 
while attempting to walk to her mother 
in lowa, was examined yesterday by an 
insanity commission and found to be in 
her right mind. She was sent to the 
County Hospital and the Associated 
Charities will try to secure transporta- 
tion for her to the East. 

The creditors of C. L. McCombs, the 
insolvent street grading contractor, 
who failed a few days ago for $14,000, 
held a meeting yesterday and elected 
Frank Records assignee of the insol- 
vent property, which will not amount 
to more than a few dollars.

WATER COMPANY MUST GIVE 4 DE- 
‘TAILED REPORT OF PROPERTY. 


Elections for Tunnel Bonds anil to 
Select Freeholders to Frame a 
Charter to Be Held in July. 
Proposed Street Work. 


There was an absence of all wrang- 
ling during the regular meeting of the 
City Council yesterday, and the ses- 
sions were as quiet as those of the 
Monday before had been lively. The 
result was that a considerable amount 
of very important business was trans- 
acted. 

At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion, Hon. C. C. Wright appeared and 
was allowed the privilege of the floor. 
He stated that he had come to inquire 
what had become of the proposition to 
call an election at which the people 
were to select fifteen freeholders, who 
were to frame a new city charter. He 
reminded the Council that the ordi- 
nance of intention to do this had been 
adopted several weeks ago; that a 
mass meeting had been held, and that 
the people had done all they could do 
until the final action calling the elec- 
1.) 's taken by the Council. In the 
, of his remarks he suggested 
. * the members of the Council might 
Se entirely satisfied with the man- 
1.r in which the preliminary work had 
been done, but he thought that should 
make no difference in their official 
action, as the people had the right to 
hold the election, and on their petition 
it was the duty of the Council to pro- 
vide for such an election. He closed 
with a request that immediate action 
be taken. 

Councilman Toll explained to Judge 
Wright that there was no disposition 
or desire by the Council to unnecessar- 
ily postpone the election, and that it 
would not be held off. He said that 
there had already been an unlooked- 
for expense of $1300 for elections during 
this administration, and that the fire- 
department bond election, which is to 
be held this month, would bring this 
Rotal.up to $2000. Ail the Council de- 
mired was that the election be deferred 
guntil the next fiscal year, which begins 

1. He pointed to the fact that if 
the election was held in July there 
would be no delay which would affect 
the charter. The freeholders elected 
Must report within three months and 
before the charter can become opera- 
tive it must be passed upon by the 
Legisiature,and asthe law-making body 
of the State does not assemble until 
next January, there would be plenty of 
time after July for the framing of the 
— charter, and at the same time the city 
would be able to arrange for the ex-

He desired immediate action, saying 
that if the charter was not submitted 
to the people early in the year it would 
be made a basis for action during the 
campaign, and many a candidate would 
work against it because the new in- 
strument would legislate him out of 
office. He asserted that the Council at 
almost every meeting expended more 
than enough to pay the expense of an 
election. 

President Silver reminded the Coun- 
cil that it had promised the people in- 
terested in the tunnel under the Third- 
street hill that no election would be 
held for freeholders until after the first 
of the fiscal year, and suggested that 
it would not now be fair for the Coun- 
cil to proceed with such an election 
after having deferred action on the 
tunnel-bend election with this promise 
to the people. 

Mr. Toll could see no objections to an 
election early in July, and suggested 
that Tuesday, July 5, be selected as the 
date for holding the election for tunnel 
bonds, and that the election of free- 
holders be held the next day. Judge 
Wright said this would be entirely sat- 
isfactory to those whom he represented. 
A motion along the lines of Mr. Toll's 
Suggestion was made and adopted 
without division. 

NEW SURETY TAKEN. 

The City Attorney reported that there 
would he no objections or risk to the 
city is allowing W. W. Stockwell to 
make a transfer of property advanta- 
geous to him, if he would comply with 
certain conditions. Mr. Stockwell is 
one of the sureties on the bond of the 
absconding Police Court Clerk. Everett, 
and as such the city retains a lien on 
his property. It was, therefore, impos- 
sible for him to make a transfer of this 
realty and he applied to the Council 
for relief. The City Attorney said that 
if the city was given a lien on the 
property which Mr. Stockwell sought 
to acquire, the effect would be the same 
to the city. On his recommendation the 
proposition to do this was accepted by 
the city. 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer, were the following 
ordinances of intention for street work, 
all of which were adopted under a sus- 
pension of the rules: 

For construction of sewers on Seventh 
street between Alameda street and 
Ruth avenue; Gladys avenue between 
Seventh and Sixth streets: Ceres ave- 
nue ,between Sixth and Seventh streets: 
Kohler street between Sixth and Sev- 
enth streets; elso to sidewalk Seven- 
teenth street between Figueroa and 
Bush streets; Twenty-third street be- 
tween Hoover street and Vermont ave- 
nue; also a final ordinance to grade 
Union avenue between Sixth and Aca- 
cia streets: final ordinances establish- 
ing the grades of Union avenue from 
Sixth street to Acacia street, and the 
alley lying 125 feet east of that portion 
of Union avenue, and an ordinance de- 
fining the official lines of Boyle avenue. 

In regard to the petition for the im- 
provement of Ruth avenue beween 
Sixth and Seventh streets, under the 
bond act, the City Engineer reported 
that as the lots along that street were 
only twenty-five feet front the work 
could not be done under that act, as 
the estimate for each lot would not 
reach $50. The petition was returned 
and placed on file. 

In regard to the petition asking for 
the grading, etc., of Turner street be- 
tween Vignes and Center streets, the 
engineer reported that as the grade of 
that street had been changed, the work 
could only be ordered when petitioned 
for by the owners of a majority of the 
property frontage. 

An ordinance was adopted granting 
the property-owners interested, permis- 
sion to construct a sewer on Eighth 
street from the end of the present sewer 
to a point eighty-seven feet west of 
Stewart street. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The Finance Committee recommended 
that the petition of the West Coast Fer- 
ilizer Works for the cancellation of a 
tax sale affecting property in which 
the company is interested, be granted. 
The recommendation was concurred in. 

S. L. Masser was granted a tax re- 
bate of $12.50 and W. H. Bowen one of 
$27.23, those amounts having been paid 
by reason of assessments of improve- 
ments levied on their property when no 
such improvements existed. 

Mr. Grider moved that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company be notified to 
place its tracks on grade at Fifteenth 
street, near Alameda street. The mo- 
tion was adopted. The same member 
moved that the City Engineer be in- 
structed to present an ordinance of in- 
tention for the improvement of Twenty- 
between Central and 
Naomi avenues, which 
motion was 

PETITIONED THEMSELVES. 

The unusual spectacle of the Mayor 
and City Council petitioning them- 
selves on a matter of street improve- 
ment was presented when a petition 
was filed for changing the grade of 
Wilshire boulevard. It was signed by 
the Mayor officially and by several of 
the members of the Council. The part 
of the boulevard the grade of which it 
is desired to change lies next to West- 
lake Park, and in all such proceedings 
the law requires that before a grade 
can be changed, the change must be 
petitioned for by the owners of a ma- 
jority of the property frontage. The 
change in this instance is for the pur- 
pose of making certain park improve- 
ments, and the city owns the majority 
of frontage. The filing of the petition 
was therefore necessary. The Council 
promptly ordered the change. 

LAND COMMITTEE REPORT. 

The Land Committee reported recom- 
mending that the petition of George 
Geigerich for a lease of lots be granted 
and that the annual rental thereof be 
fixed at $25, and that similar action be 
taken with reference to the petition of 
V. G. McGaugh, fixing his rental at 
$i5 per year. The report was adopted. 
A deed from Mrs. Elizabeth Hollenbeck 
to the city for a small strip of land on 
Boyle avenue was accepted and or- 
dered placed on record. 

A leave of absence for one week was 
granted City Engineer 


determinations of the Street Superin- 
tendent in accepting the work and is- 
suing assessment warrant and dia- 
gram for the improvement of Twenty- 
first street between Central avenue and 
the George Dalton Street tract was 
taken up, City Attorney .Dunn again 
informed the Council that the Street 
Superintendent had no authority te 
place an inspector over gravel work 
und charge the property-owners with 
it, but that he might place the inspector 
over cement or other work. In this 
matter the appellants desire to have the 
cost of the street so increased that they 
may enjoy the benefits of the Bond 
Act, while the contractor is desirous of 
having the amount remain as it is so 
that he can get his money at once. As 
the whole matter is a question of how 
many days the inspector was on the 
street, it was referred to the Street 
Superintendent, with instructions to re- 
port as to the number of days the of- 
ficer Was actually engaged. 

In the matter of the appeal of G. M. 

Jones, assignee of C. L. McCombs, on 
the. contract for the improvement of 
Georgia street from Tenth street to a 
point 140 feet south of Eleventh, the 
Council ordercd the Street Superinten- 
dent to issue a new warrant in the 
name of the original contractor instead 
of to the assignee. Similar action was 
tnken with reference to the appeal of 
William Riley, who is interested in the 
improvement of Lucas avenue between 
Fourth and Fifth streets. 
_On recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, the City Auditor and City 
Treasurer were instructed to transfer 
$7500 from the new water fund to the 
cash fund. 

On motion of Mr. Grider the City 
Water Company was instructed to re- 
pair a fire hydrant at Ninth street and 
Central avenue. 

CITY AUDITOR’S REPORT. 

The weekly report of the City Audi- 
tor, which was referred to the Finance 
Committee, shows the following condi- 
tion of the more important funds: 
Cash, $12,354.68; fire department, $903.20; 
common school, $19,763.92; library,,.

T. P. and M. P. Ferguson filed a peti- 
tion asking permission to hold open- 
air meetings on the sidewalk in front 
of Peniel Hall, No. 227 South Main 
street.

Among the demands which were re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee was 
one for $1, representing the expense in 
curred by the special Mountain Water 
Supply Committee in having its report 
typewritten.

‘was intended as a political move, but 


as such it fell flat. So eager were the 
members of the committee to spring a 
surprise upon the Council that they 
would not have their report made out 
in the City Hall, for fear it would be 
diagovered that they intended some 
such move. They therefore went to 
an outside stenographer and incurred 
an indebtedness of $1 to have the re- 
port typewritten. 
IMPORTANT DEMAND MADE. 
Councilman Nickell, as chairman of 
the Committee on Water Supply, pre- 
gage the following resolution, which 
S a part of the plan that has bee 
adopted by that committee and the 
City Attorney and associate counsel in 
thein efforts to secure prompt munici- 
pal control of the water plant as soon 
after the expiration of the water com- 
pany'’s lease as possible. The consid- 
eration of the resolution was the last 
business transacted by the Council. 
During its reading Hutch and.Grider 
put their heads together to decide 
whether they would oppose the meas- 
ure, but they finally decided to vote for 
it, and the resolution was adopted 
without division. It explains itself: 
“Whereas, on the 7th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1898, this Council @aid adopt a 
resolution requesting the successors in 
interest of John S. Griffin, P. Beaudry 
and S. Lazard, under contract in writ- 
ing purported to have been made be- 
tween the Mayor and Common Council 
of the city of Los Angeles, party of the 
first part, and said Griffin, Beaudry 
and Lazard, parties of the second part 
bearing date the 20th day of July, 188. 
to furnish to this Council an itemized 
list or inventory, with a particular 
description of all the waterworks pur- 
ported to be leased to said Griffin 
Beaudry and Lazard, in and by said 
contract, and also of all the improve- 
ments made in, about and upon said 
waterworks in pursuance of said con- 
tract (the value of which improvements 
the municipal corporation, the city of 
Los Angeles, is, according to the terms 
of said contract, obligated to pay said 
Griffin, Beaudry and Lazard, or their 
assigns, at the expiration of thirty 
years from the execution of said con- 
tract,) together with the name or names 
of the corporation or corporations, 
person or persons, entitled to receive 
payment for each and every parcel of

AFTERNOON SESSION, 
Important Demand Made Upon the 
Water Company by the Council, 
The matter of the construction of a 
number of sewers in East Los Angeles 
was the first business considered at the 
afternoon session. This matter had 
caused considerable debate at the last 
session of the Council, the people in the 
district ~ affected having protested 
against the sewering of the streets at 
Mr. Nickell opposed the 
measure, and succeeded in having it 
sent back to the Health Officer, with 
instructions to report as to whether 
the sewers were a sanitary necessity 
in that part of the city. Health Offi- 
cer Powers filed bis report yesterday, 
in which he stated that sewers there 
were necessary from a sanitary stand- 
point. The ordinance of intention for 
them was also presented and adopted, 
Mes@rs. Nickell, Mathuss and Grider 

voting against it. 

The protest against the proposed 
sewering of San Fernando street from 
Alpine to Ord and from Bellevue eve- 
nue to Ord again came up as a special 
order of business, and Mr. Vicktry ap- 
peared for the protestants. He spoke 
at length against the proposed work, 
and tried to convince the members of 
the Council that it was not necessary, 
as there was already a private sewer 
on that street. The hearing was finally 


postponed for one week, and the mat--

was done, and the manner in which 


successors acquired such pipe| 


lines. 

“Third—A particular description of 
each right-of-way for the pipe lines 
and other conduits forming part of said 


waterworks (except where located in 
streets,) with a statement of the man- 
ner in which such right-of-way was ac- 
quired, and, if by deed, the place of 
record thereof. 

“Fourth—A description of the loca- 
tion of all ditches, flumes, pipe lines, 
tunnels, and other conduits by which 
water is conveyed to said reservoirs, 
and the character, length and_ size 
thereof, together with the dates of con- 
struction; and where the same were 
not originally constructed by said suc- 
cessors in interest of said Griffin, 
Beaudry and.

property is claimed by the Los An- 
geles City Water Company not to be 
improvements within the meaning of 
said contract. 

“Resolved, further, that the City At- 
torney serve a copy of these resolu- 
tions on the Los Angeles City Water 
Company, and on the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company, and notify 
each of said companies that the pur- 
pose of this Council, in seeking the in- 
formation requested by these and said 
formed resolutions is not to purchase 


‘any ‘property from said companies, or 


either of them, but simply to ascer- 
tain what improvements are to be paid 
for under the terms of said contract at 
the expiration thereof, and the right of 
the person or corporation now claim- 
ing the same to receive compensation 
therefor.”’ 


May Defer Action. 

The several sets of charges against 
members ‘of the police department, 
which have been in the hands of .the 
Board of Poiice Commissioners, will 
again come up for action at the regu- 
lar meeting of that body this morn- 
ing. It was promised at the last meet- 
ing that, if there is a full attendance 
of members, the charges against Pa- 
trolman Fifield. preferred by the Rev. 
Mr. Smith, would be investigated. Fi- 
field arrested Mr. Smith’s son and com- 
pelled the payment of $5 on a commit- 
ment for his eelease. Some of the mem- 
bers of the commission favor postpon- 
ing the trial until the return of Chief. 
Glass, who is now in Milwaukee in at- 
tendance at the annual meeting of the 
National Association of Chiefs of Po- 
lice. 


Special Council Meeting Todny. 

A special meeting of the City Coun- 
cil will be held this morning at 10 
o’clock for the purpose of extending the 
time for the completion of the work of 
improving a portion of Thirty-second 
street. he work has been practically 
completed, but in order that Robert 
Sherrer can arrange so as to collect 
hie assessment against the property 
and finish the work to the satisfaction 
of the Street Superintendent, the exten- 
sion will be granted. 


Vaecnncies to Be Filled. 


At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners tomorrow, four 
vacancies in the fire department are to 
be filled. These vacancies were caused 
by the departure of four of the mem- 
bers of the department for San Fran- 
cisco with the Seventh Regiment. Un- 
der the rule recently established by 
the commission these vacancies will be 
filled temporarily pending the return of 
the men. When they return they will 
be assigned to their old positions if 
they desire to take them. 


THE MAYOR RETURNS. 


Says He Has Been North on Per- 
sonal Business Only. 


After an absence of a week, Mayor 
Snyder was again at his desk yester- 
day. He returned from San Francisco 
Sunday afternoon, and yesterday he 
was kept busy attending to his accumu- 
lated mail. After his departure it was 
stated that the purpose of his trip had 
to do with politics of either State or 
national character, but this he denied 
qualifiedly and guardedly yesterday 
morning. He said there was nothing 
which he could give out about the mat- 
ter. 

The Mayor was one of the party of 
Los. Angeles people who greeted the 
members of the Seventh Infantry upon 
their arrival at San Francisco Satur- 
day morning. “Until I saw them march 
off the ferry and make their military 
formations,’’ said he, “I never realized 
how fine a looking lot of men the Sev- 
enth’is.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Powers Recommends 
ments in School Buaildings. 


The regular meeting of the Board of 
Health was held last evening at the 
Mayor's office with all the members 
present. 

Health Officer L. M. Powers read a 
duplicate of a report which had been 
made to the Board of Bducation upon 
the sanitary, or rather the unsanitary, 
condition of the school buildings of the 
city, making recommendations for im- 
provements, especially in regard to 
closets, water supply, ventilation, etc. 
The greater number of buildings were 
found defective in the manner of ad- 
mitting light to the class rooms, and 
to remedy these defects Dr. Powers 
made the following specific recommen- 
dations: 

(1.) Direct sun rays should never be 
admitted to the classroom. 

(2.), Strong rays of light should not 
be admitted direotly into the faces of 
the pupils. 

(3.) The greatest amount of skylight 
should be secured for every room. 

(4.) Not less than 5 deg. of skylight 
should be visible at any desk in the 
room. 

(5.) As much light should be admitted 
as possible over the heads of the pupils. 

(6.) The rays of light should fot fall 
upon the floor at less than 25 dee., con- 
sequentiy the windows shovld never be

lower than four feet from the floor, to 


extend as high up as possible. 

Meat Inspector Fred T. Hughes was 
present and offered his re for the

Milk Inspector George VW. Hooser re- 
ported 109 dairies and milk depots in- 
spected during the month.

No 
arrests were made. Asked if any im- 
provement was noticed in the quality 
of milk offered for sale since the ar- 
rests were made and fines imposed, he 
stated that the improvement was very 
marked. Mr. Hooser reported ss 
in securing a reduction in the number 
of dogs kept at a certain dairy on Boyie 
Heights There were formerly nine- 
teen that had the run of the premises, 
wd at present there were only four- 

A license was granted to Dr. Curtiss 
M. Beebe, No. 355 South Broadway, a 
graduate of the Chicago Homeopathic 
Medical College, entitling him to prac- 
tice in the city. 

Six cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
were reported during -the last month. 
No cases of this disease so far the 
present month, but seven cases of men- 
ingitis were reported. There was some 
discussion about quarantining against 
this disease with reference to the 
schools, but no action was taken. The 
present quarantine rules regarding 


measles were continued until further 
notice.

ROGERS AGAIN ON TRIAL 


CHARGED WITH _RODBING V. 
HARDY AT DOWNEY. 


A Former Trial Resulted in a Disa- 
greemcnt of the Jury—Prosecnu- 
tion Puts in the Same Evidence 
as Before—Rogers Claimed an 
Alibi, 


The second trial of Joseph Rogers on 
a eKMarge of robbing V. M. Hardy of 
Downey began yesterday before Judge 
Smith and a jury. If Rogers is not 
convicted it certainly will not be be- 
cause of the lack of prosecution in his 
case. Twice before his trial he was dis- 
missed on preliminary hearings and 
new complaints were filed against him. 
Once his case came into the Superior 
Court, and was dismissed. A few 
months ago new evidence against him 
was said to have been discovered, and 
Rogers was again arrested. He was 
held over on preliminary examination 
and was tried a few weeks ago, the jury 
standing six to six. Assistant District 
Attorney Williams is prosecuting the 
case, and has stuck to it most tenac- 
iously. He says that unless Rogers is 
acquitted or convicted he intends to 
prosecute him as long as he remains,in 
office. 

Rogers is charged with being one of 
two men who called at Farmer Hardy’s 
house near Downey about dusk one 
evening a year ago and asked to bor- 
row a pair of double-trees, saying that 
their wagon had broken down. After 
Hardy had gone a little way from his 
house to get the double-trees one of the 
men seized him by the throat and the 
other went through his pockets, secur- 
ing $12 in coin. Herdy afterward parti- 
ally identified Rogers as one of his as- 
sailants, although the identification has 
never been positive. At the last trial 
Rogers had a large number of witnesses 
from Fullerton, who testified to an alibi. 
The prosecution did not finish putting 
in its case yesterday. The evidence 
thus far is the same as was introduced 
at the former trial. 


WANTS HIS CHILDREN. 


Alfred Le Baron Asks to Be Ap- 
pointed Their Legal Guardian. 
Alfred C. Le Baron filed a petition 
yesterday in the Superior Court to be 
appointed the legal guardian of his two 
minor children, aged 3 years, and 4 
months, respectively, and for an order 
of court restraining the mother from 
taking the children out of the State. 
In his ‘petition Le Baron states that 
his wife left his home last July, and 
surreptitiously took their oldest child 
with her. She went to the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Portia H. Barry in Santa 
Clara county, and has continued to re- 
main there. Since her departure from 
this city she has given birth to their 

youngest child. 

The petitioner says he now has in- 
formation that his wife is about to 
leave with her mother for Chicago. He 
says that she has left his home with- 
out cause other than that she is in- 
fluenced by her mother, who hates Le 
Baron. The court is therefore’ asked 
to intervene, and prevent her from de- 
parting with the children. 


WAS A BAD TRADE. 


Suit to Recover Damages on a Read 
Estate Deal. 

L. J. Williams instituted a suit in 
the Superior Court yesterday against 
A. H. Covert and D. A. Covert to 
recover $1750 on a claim of fraudulent 
transfer of real estate. In her com- 
plaint the plaintiff alleges that July 3, 
1896, she traded a lodging-house in this 
city for a piece of property in Port- 
land, Or., which was represented to 
be worth $2000. The lot for which she 
traded was said to be inside tho city 
limits in tae residence portion of the 
city and on a street-car linw 

All these representations the plaintiff 
Says were untrue. She _ says, after 
trading for the property she learned 
that it was not inside the city limits 
of Portland, nor in the residence por- 
tion of the city, nor near a car line 
and not worth over $250. She alleges 
that the value of the property was 
fraudulently and falsely represented for 
the purpose of deceiving and defraud- 
ing her, and asks the court to give her 
damages in the sum of $1750.

CHILDREN’S DEFECTIVE’ SIGHT. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from the president, Charles Cas- 
— Davis, and was read by the secre- 

ary: 

“To the Board of Education—Gentle- 
men: In connection with the poor light- 
ing of many of our rooms, which we are 
now attempting to remedy, I have been 
impressed with the statements of the 
teachers as to the large numbers of 
children whose eyesight is defective, in 
one case a general inspection by the 
principal of the school leading her to 
believe that fully one-third (1-3) of the 
children were suffering from defective 
vision, and very few of them had any 
treatment or remedy provided. 

“The effects of defective eyesight, 
neglected in youth, may result in seri- 
ous and oy age injury, as well as 
hampering the child so in his studies 
as to discourage him or make him ap- 
pear stupid in’ his class, and thus pre- 
vent his getting the full benefits of the 
education he is receiving. The matter, 
therefore, is one which should command 
our attention, as it does that of most 
of the progressive schools of this coun- 
try and world. 

“Impressed with the importance of 
the matter, I have consulted a number 
of physicians and practical school men, 
with the result that some of the leading 
oculists of the city have bi@a so public 
spirited as to offer to aid us in this 
matter, if we take steps in it, by ex- 
amining gratuitously children whose 
parents are unable to pay this expense. 

The plan proposed is for the princi- 
pal in each school to make tests with an 
ordinary optician’s letter-card, on 
which rules are printed, so that the 
use of the card is simple, and report to 
the parents of children whose eyesight

ANAHEIM. 


Honey Bees. 

ANAHEIM, May 9.—[Regular Correspand- 
ence.] Ranchers and farmers who have been 
waging war against the heney bée will find 
the following letter from the distinguished 
Prof. Hilgard of Berkeley of especial in- 


terest: 
“AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATION, 
“Berkeley (Cal.,) April 25, 1898. 

‘Maj. I. J. Rochussen, Santa Ana, Cal.— 
Dear Sir: Yours of 23d and inclosure duly 
received and appreciated. As to the question 
of the effects of bees in orchards, so far as 
the blossom is concerned they are extremely 
useful, if not absolutely necessary, in pro- 
moting cross-fertilization, which, as is now 
well known, 
proper fruiting in the vast majority of 
plants. Witheut bees a good many orchards 
of single varieties of fruits would, as we 
now know, ot set at l, or produce 
inferior fruit for want of pollen carried by 
the bees from other varieties. This is not- 
ably true of olives, plums of all kinds, and 
pears. 

“““he honey the bees take from the flowers 
hzs for its only function to attract insects, 
‘ffuch as the bee and others, to promote cross- 
fertilization by their visits. So soon as the 
flower fades the honey disap rs of ‘ts own 
accord, whether taken by the bees or not, 
and there is not the slightest connection be- 
tween the honey secretion and the sugar in 
the fruit. The latter is formed in the last 


degree and intensity of the transformation 

being determined by various causes, such as 
t, the presence of acid, or an excess of 
water in the sap, etc. 

“The question of bees injuring fruit has 
been long discussed and investigated, and 
any one acquainted with the structure of the 
mouth of the bee, or observing it closely 
when at work, can easily see that the inscct 
is wholly incapable of breaking the ekin of 
an orchard fruit. It is only when that skin 
has already been broken by some other 
agent, whether bird, insect, or bursting 
open, that the bee steps in to enlarge the 
wound by nosing in it with its soft beak. It 
may in this way occasionally render a small 
“wound that would have otherwise have dried 
up, so large as to slough or decay. But 
fruit that has once been wounded in any 
way is not fit for shipment, and therefore 
enly second and third-class fruit is likeiy 
to be thus damaged. That the bee-keeper 
at the same time gets honey inferior to that 
made from flowers is also well known, so 
that the damage is really reciprocal between 
the orchardist and beekeeper. But taking a 
broad view of the subject, I think there can 
be no doubt that the benefits conferred by 
bees far outweigh the injury they produce in 
the farther delapidation of fruit already 
damaged.

More Complaints Against Salt Water 
Street Sprinkling. 

SANTA MONICA, May 9.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Objections against the use of sca 
water for street sprinkling are again in evi- 
dence. A large proportion of the street 
sprinkling now being done is with water 
pumped from the ocean, and fears are ex- 


use of salt water continue during the sum- 
mer. 


On streets that were much traveled it served 
to form a pasty mass which adhered firmly 
to the shoes, and was tracked in houses and 
stores, much to the damage of carpets and 
rugs. In stores about town floors were kept 
damp by the deposits of salt retaining mois- 
ture that would otherwise evaporate. Numer- 
ous complaints were heard to the effect that 
it was also injurious to clothing. Bicyclists 
mourned the bad appearance of their wheels, 
which were rusted and otherwise damaged by 
the effect of the salt. 

On the part of the City Trustees, who con- 
trol the sprinkling and may direct the use of 
fresh or salt water at will, it is said that 
the sea water has had a good effect in that it 
has killed the vegetation which started on 
some of the less-traveled streets. They say 
that elsewhere than in the business center 
the salt water keeps the roadways in better 
condition than the fresh water would do, in 
that the surface of the street is made har@ 
and that less sprinkling is requ.red to keep 
the dust down. On account of the salt r-- 
taining the moisture, they say that it costs 
only about two-thirds as much to keep ea 
given area of streets properly sprinkled with 
sea water as with fresh water. It is further 
explained that the salt water is not much 
used in the business center. 

An official of the Santa Monica Land and 
Water Company, which company supplies the 
city with fresh water, said today tha® the 
company’s supply of water is abundant, and 
that the use of sea water for sprinkling is not 
because of any shortage in the comyany’s 
supply. 

The condition of Third strect, Oreg’m ave- 
nue and Utah avenue in the business center 
is at present good. The dust 1s not only well 
laid, but may be said to be solidly packed. 
But it cannot be accurtely judged from 
the present condition of these thoroughfares. 
what the condition will be when the summer 
season is well advanced. In previous sum- 
mers the street surface has been at the start 
firm and nearly free from dust. the lose 
surface baving been washed away by the win- 
ter’s rains. But later, in spite of sprinkling, 
the surface would become a mass of dusty 
earth which, when soaked by the sprinkling 
process. would form a plastic substance, dis- 
agreeable to deal with. Salt-water sprinkling 
made it much worse. It is feared that this 
condition will obtain during the coming sea- 
son if salt water be sprinkled on these streets. 

The City Trustees today ordered the City 
Clerk to advertise for bids for street sprink- 
ling for one year, under the same specifica- 
ticns that are now in effect. 

VERY MEAN BURGLARS.

The Mines Will Soon Be Pliaced in 
the Harbor. 

SAN DIEGO, May 9.—{Regular Correspon4- 
ence.]

IMPUGNED HIS PATRIOTISM. 


KF. W. Sabichi Technically Guilty of 
Battery Upon W, A. Knapp. 

F. W. Sabichi was up before Justice 
Owens to answer for having disturbed 
the peace by having struck one W. A. 
Knapp last Saturday. 

It appeared that last Thursday even- 
ing the Sabichi brothers were with 
some friends having supper in a private 
room at the oyster-rooms at Spring and 
Fifth streets. They heard a number 
of people approaching up the stairway, 
and closed the door of the room they 
were in, but Knapp kicked the door 
in, and at the same time addressed the 
Sabichis as Spanish greasers, and ap- 
plied vile epithets to them. The pro- 
prietor of the place hustled Knapp and 
his friends into another room, and the 
Sabichi boys let the matter pass for the 
time, as there were some ladies in 
their party. On Saturday, however, F. 
W. Sabichi met Knapp and went up to 
him and reminding him of the insult he 
had given on Thursday night, he hit 
him on the nose. Knapp didn’t have 
his crowd of friends behind him, and 
squealed, the result being that both 
Sabichi and Knapp were arrested. 

W. J. Variel, Esq., who appeared for 
young Sabichi, stated that his client 
didn’t wish to deny that he had struck 
Knapp and the only criticism he felt 
inclined to make was that he hadn't 
hit him half hard enough. In these 
trying times of war a man's patriotism 
is not to be impugned with impunity, 
and as a matter of fact he knew that 
young Sabichi had offered his services 
to his country, and he had yet to learn 
that Knapp had done so. 

The court held that only one of two 
transactions was involved. He believed 
the matter came about just as the 
Sabichi brothers said, but in the pres- 
ent case he would have to find F. W. 
Sabichi guilty and W. A. Knapp not 
guilty. The action and language of the 
latter were, however, so disgraceful 
that a fine of $1 only was inflicted, by 
way of technical satisfaction.
